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Future Generations May View Present-Day Workers of 
Clock and Watch Factories, from Films Presented 
by Smithsonian Institution 

















—— descendants quite likely will not 
recognize them but certain American 
clock and watch workers are due to stage 
a comeback to this earth 5,000 years from 
now. They will not return exactly in per- 
son, as it were—only their shadow selves 
will reappear in 6,924, but they will look 
virtually just as natural as they did in 1924. 
The comeback will be staged via the motion 
picture screen. 

Scenes from pictures identified with the 
jewelry industry will be included in the col- 
lection which Watterson R. Rothacker is 
preparing to present to the Smithsonian In- 
stitution for preservation to posterity. 
These scenes will be taken from various 
pictures which the Rothacker concern has 
made in the past, notably for the Western 
Clock Co. and the Illinois Watch Co. The 
scenes will be selected with a view to pic- 
turizing the clock and watch-making meth- 
ods in vogue early in the 20th century. The 
shadow images of several hundred different 
workers will be included in this collection. 

Until recently it was seriously doubted 
whether a motion picture could be preserved 
for future generations—whether — school 
pupils in 6924, or even 1,000 years from now, 
would be able to study early examples of 
the cinema art as pupils of 1924 study Virgil 
or Homer. Two years ago Mr. Rothacker 
asked his technical staff these questions: 
What is the life of a motion picture? Have 
the little figures on a strip of film an age 
limit at which they will fade away? How 
long will the celluloid base under the figures 
endure? Are movies of the 20th century 
doomed to fade from posterity’s page? 

The problem was a hard one. There was 
too little to go by; the oldest piece of film 
in the world was still so “young.” The 
scientists first had to work out a process 
which would have the effect of aging film 
hundreds of years—and then work out an- 
other process rejuvenating or preserving the 
film, 

The preserving process has been perfected 
to the point where Mr. Rothacker is ready 
to deposit history’ s first collection of motion 
pictures sealed in a vault under conditions 
likely to insure their indefinite preservation. 
The scientists’ own definition of “indefinite” 
in this respect is anywhere from 10,000 to 
50,000 years. Mr. Rothacker will stipulate 
that the vault shall not be unsealed for at 
least 5,000 years. 

In the Smithsonian collection will be ex- 
cerpts from modetit photoplays which will 
enable people 50 centuries from now to see 


what Mary and Charlie looked like back in 
1924. 

The jewelry industry will be represented 
in the collection on the belief that people 
5,000 years from now will be just as inter- 
ested to see the “crude methods in use dur- 
ing history’s early morning” (1924) as they 
will to view the movie stars of that period. 
No question but that these methods of today 
will seem odd and quaint 5,000 years hence! 
It is altogether possible that the American 
jewelry industry workers who return via the 
film magic carpet in 6924 will arouse quite 
as much public interest as did the well- 
known King Tut. 

Of course, it is not absolutely certain that 
these representatives of the jewelry industry 
will carry out the proposed comeback. An 
invasion from Mars, or something, may spoil 
the plans—but as far as is within the present 
power of man everything will be done to 
insure it. 








Many German Clocks Going to 
England 





HE extent to which clocks have been im- 

ported into Great Britain from Germany 
during the first four months of the present 
year has been remarkable, says Clerk Nut- 
ting of the Consulate General, London, in a 
report to the Department of Commerce. Out 
of an aggregate number of 1,194,732 complete 
clocks from all countries, no less than 1,115,- 
614 came from Germany, or considerably 
more than 400,000 above the number re- 
ceived during the same period in 1913, and 
compared with 600,773 in 1920, and 681,882 
in 1921. 

In the first four months of 1913, imports 
of clocks from the United States totaled 
93,374, and in 1920 rose to 181,598, but they 
fell to 40,115 in 1921 and have declined to 
the small figure of 11,566 during the first 
four months of 1922. 

Import figures for clocks from France 
show a great decrease, statistics for the 
first four months of each year showing 6,038 
for 1922, as against 15,010 for 1921 and 
10,107 for 1920, while the number for the 
same period in 1913 was 23,476. Imports 
from “all other countries” for the four 
months’ period show little decrease in 1922 
as compared with 1921, the numbers being 
61,514 in 1922, and 64,034 in 1921, and both 
years show an increase over the 1913 figure 
of 41,673. 


The aggregate number of complete watches - 





imported in January-April, 1922, 719,553, was 
slightly higher than the number a year ago, 
709,640. The only group showing a decrease 
in number imported, the class having cases 
of metal other than gold or silver, both the 
gold and silver watches having shown in- 


creases. Compared with 1920, gold and 
silver watches recorded heavy decreases, but 
as against 1913, gold watches did not show 
so extensive a fall in the current year as 
did silver watches, while watches with cases 
of other metals have decreased since 1913. 

Watch cases of gold and of silver recorded 
an even greater revival than complete 
watches in 1922 compared with 1921, where- 
as the number of watch cases of other 
metals was only about one-seventh that of 
the 1921 period. 








Co-operation in Credit 
By J. H. Trecor* 
O govern properly the flow of credit, to 
have credit used for productive purposes, 
to save it from improper uses, no one thing 
is sO necessary as co-operation. 

Credit is a human power, and is founded 
on material and moral values. 

Credit is furthermore in effect a promise, 
implied or expressed, for which commodities 
and services are exchanged. The redemp- 
tion of credit is its chief condition. What- 
ever imperils this redemption or affects the 
liquidating capacity of credit must. be 
guarded against through the best of skill, 
built up by the co-operation in the clearance 
of experiences, and the imparting of ideas, 
without which the appraising of credit 
risks would be difficult and dangerous. 

A clear understanding of credit uses, with 
all who employ the medium in their busi- 
ness and financial affairs, is to be desired. 

History clearly demonstrates that the 
violent upward and downward curves of 
business were the outward expression 
merely of credit misuses, 

The country is enjoying at this time its 
best credit facilities. There is so much 
credit available that a misunderstanding or 
ignorance of credit principles and the laws 
which hold this element in a tight grip, 
would lead to fast and loose methods, to an 


expansion of production, perhaps beyond 
our consumption power, and to future 
liquidations at a serious cost. 

The nation’s credit powers should be 


guarded with the best of skill and the best 
of conscience. It can be done by a sincere 
co-operation, by the willingness of business 
and financial men to accept ideas and inter- 
change experiences. 

Upon co-operation has been founded the 
new industrial revolution. It has played a 
notable part in our own progress. It has 
rebuked selfish individualism, it has sought 
to bring out the very best in men.

New Chinese Jewelry at the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 


York 

















The Metropolitan Museum owns a very 
notable collection of early Chinese jewelry 
found in tombs of the T’ang and earlier pe- 
riods, and has added a few more interesting 
pieces, Says a recent issue of The Bulletin 
of that institution. The author says of these 
additions : 

“First of all, the earrings illustrated here 
in enlarged reproduction, formed of Bod- 
hisattvas holding flowers and standing on 
lotuses ; they are made of hammered-out gold 
beautifully worked and so minutely finished 
that even when considerably enlarged the 
modeling of the figures remains very good. 
The actual size of the figures and lotus 
flowers is 136 inches. 

“There is also a_ phcenix beautifully 
worked in gold filigree, the tail and wings

spread out and with a tiny crystal ball on 
its head. The phoenix was worn by imperial 
ladies on their headdresses; this small piece 
of jewelry was probably used in this way. 

“Then there are two pairs of oblong gold 
ornaments, 334 inches long, the use of which 
is very puzzling. Each pair was originally 
joined together, back to back, held apart 
by a gold strip about one-eighth of an inch 
wide which ran along the upper curved 
rim, leaving the lower side open. The piece 
was therefore in shape like the lip of cer- 
tain modern card-cases, but much too deli- 
cately made to have been intended for any 
use of that kind. 

“They are differently decorated; one has 
seven cells of irregular form on a ground 
covered with very small gold beads, the cells 
surrounded with larger gold beads. These 
cells seem not to have contained any jewels 
or paste, judging from the condition of the 
better-preserved specimen, of which more 
farther on, also because the background of 
the cells is made of a very thin sheet of 
Gold which would not have been strong 
enough to carry the weight. 


“The piece in best condition has on one 
side two standing ducks with flowers in 
their bills, while on the reverse, now shown 
above, the ducks are flying. The technique 
is the same as on the former piece, but the 
design is much more interesting. 

“All this jewelry was found in tombs dat- 
ing from the T’ang period. With the pair 
of gold ornaments first referred to were

found beautiful floral designs cut out of thin 
silver, probably the inlay of lacquerwork 
which has perished. They have now been 
mounted on dark boards like the similar sil- 
ver ornaments which the museum acquired 
some years ago and are exhibited in the 
same case in Room E 9, One large spray 
of leaves and flowers designed in very typical 
T’ang style is particularly beautiful.

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Romanesque Chalices

it is stated that certain chalices of the 
XIth and XIIth centuries were, as before, 
We 
would cite as example that one preserved in 
the Rheims Cathedral treasury under the 
designation of the chalice of Rémy. This 
chalice is of gold, relieved with cloisonné 
enamel, filigree work and precious stones. 
From its short and broad shape it resembles 
the chalice of Saint Gozlin. 

The transparént enamels are of great re- 
finement ; filigree bands enriched with pearls 
border the cup and foot of the chalice. The 
knop which unites the cup to the foot is 
covered with filigree, glands of gold and of 
enamel. But this denomination of chalice of 
Saint Rémy does not indicate the origin of 
the object.

Exports of Platinum During November

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eight years the Metropolitan Museum has 
held this public exhibition of Industrial Art 
in America. The seven previous exhibitions 
have differed in one respect from the present 
collection. Formerly the rule held that every 
article and object exhibited was to have had 
for its photo-type some art period or color 
scheme found among the permanent exhibi- 
tions at the Metropolitan Museum. This 
year the only rule controlling the choice of 
the limited exhibits, outside of the amount 
of space that was available, was the artistic 
merit of the finished object or textile, the 
fact that it was a commercial offering and 
it was made in America by an American 
artisan. 

So here we find a most interesting gather- 
ing of modern industrial offerings. No hard 
lines, no repulsive coloring, no poorly

planned patterns to cause you to turn away 
with shoulder shrug and exclamation of 
impatience, or more abruptly with absolute 


disgust. Here in this great hall on the sec- 
ond floor of the museum there is only 
beauty, harmony and cheerfulness. Pure 


color, soft tones, half tints to allure, full rich 
shades blended or more difficult, contrasted 
harmoniously, 

Perhaps it were just a natural growth, all 
this newly achieved beauty, or, more than 
likely, underneath this reaching out of indus- 
try into art has been helped and encouraged 
more than a little by the earnest solicitude 
of such institutions and enterprises as the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art _ represents. 
These eight succeeding exhibitions held at 
the museum were planned to lead the atten- 
tion and interest of the modern American 
designer into channels which have this year 
resulted in the appearance of articles and 
objects in textiles, replete with stirring 
beauty and resplendent repose of perfected 
artistry. 


GREAT VARIETY OF OBJECTS SHOWN 

The textiles hung upon the four walls and 
used for upholsteries and draperies in this 
great room, would alone make a very inter- 
esting exhibit. They are remarkable for their 
glorious colorings, their clever stitchery and 
their splendid clever patterning. There are 
rugs among them and glorious tapestries, 
silks, velvets and printed linens and 20 or 
more examples in modern wall paper de- 
signing to hold the attention. . 

Perhaps it is these textiles and papers 
which give to the whole hall its remarkable 
coloring. As you enter this wealth of soft 
blended color is the first thing noticed. It 
1s a shading of tones and tints from palest 
French blue and old rose through changes 
run on browns and reds to a magnificent 
combination of violets, crimson and deepest 
blue. The furniture ranged about the room 
helps this glow of color both in the soft 
finish cf its lovely woods and in its hand- 
some tapestry upholstering.

The glass and china ware ex- 
hibited in some of the most enticing of the 
cases show Pompeian patterns and Chinese- 
like glazes. 

Among the other articles it is the same 
and the rennaissance or the Gothic period 
brings beauty to the lamps, candles, bells, 
clocks and desk sets included in the 
exhibition.

Perhaps the beauty of the entire exhibi- 
tion is brought to a climax by the exquisite 
pieces shown in the cases holding the dia- 
mond and platinum jewels. The entire 
range of jewels is not here but the collection 
is certainly representative of the best of 
modern jewelry designing, 

Among the pieces shown are finger rings 
and brooches, hair ornaments, necklaces, 
bar-pins, pendants and watches among the 
personal ornaments; while the utility pieces 
are represented by gem-studded ash trays, 
by vanity boxes and cigarette cases. 

In the first illustration are shown some 
pieces from the atelier of J. Mehrlust. 
These, a handsome necklace, a chaste crystal

pendant and a cameo brooch, are shown in 
the exhibition case among a larger group of 
his jewels. The necklace is a diamond and 
platinum chain with the sautoir pendant 
holding a canary diamond at its center, the 
line between the chain and the pendant 
traced in diamonds and faceted black onyx. 
The pendant of beautifully chaste crystal is 
mounted in a diamond and platinum frame 
and hung from a black silk cord. The 
brooch shown in the photograph is a crystal 
cameo surrounded with a framework heavily 
studded in diamonds. The remainder of the 
group is made up with a very handsome 
flexible bracelet showing a galouch pattern 
carried out in diamonds and small emeralds, 
some beautiful brooches and finger rings 
holding carved gems and gem stones. 

The firm of Cartier has sent to the ex- 
hibition a varied and representative collec- 
tion, including their silver and utility pieces 
as well as personal ornaments. There are 
urns and jars of silver and crystal, remark- 
able for their intricate workmanship. There 
are utility pieces of white enamel backed by 
gold with the gold ground showing through 
the enamel in stripes or harlequin squares 
and with, overlaying of carved white jade 
and faceted emeralds, rubies and sapphires. 

The personal jewels in the Cartier group 
have for their main piece a remarkable dia- 
mond filet for the hair. It is a clever design 
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traced entirely in diamonds with a strap 
work pattern turning in graceful spirals at 
either side and mounting to a pinnacle at 
the center. There is a brooch unusual in 
motif, for its units are made up of separate 
sections, six pave set diamonds to a square 
with a sapphire center for the alternate 
section and a round cut sapphire giving 
color to every other square. This Cabachon 
sapphire is set at the edge of the section to 
make a break in the necklace line. This 
same motif is used in the small bar-pin 
where sapphires hang down, as it were, from 
a row of diamonds as a straight bar 
above, 

Another unusual brooch is an elipse of 
diamonds with the disk shaped piece of 
black onyx added at either end, each piece 
topped by a single diamond. A lace brooch 
is patterned with a row of sapphires enclosed 
in diamond mounted platinum loops. Dia- 
monds and sapphires make another hand- 
some brooch pendant and give the color as 
well te three scarf pins. These scarf pins 
are interesting in design for they are now 
at the top and have their width hanging 
below in a lozenge or square plaque. 

A very different handling is shown in the 
jewels with gold mounts by Gustav Manz. 
Here the forms and decoration follow very 
distinctly the Oriental type. The seated 
Buddah makes the motif in the pendant of 
gold whose overlapping carved jade wings 
open to show this gold carving beneath. 
There is also a lattice and jade pendant with 
an added lattice drop and the illustration 
shows also a silver pendant, hand-carved 
and mounted again in lattice and jade, pearls. 
and pink beryls are added to the jade color 
in other of these gold jewels, and the whole 
group shows a most remarkable color 
scheme. 

Further descriptions will be given of the 
exhibited jewelry in the next instalment of 
this article.

N “Arts and Decoration” Grace Hazen 

writes that jewelry may refer to the more 
exquisite adornment, cunning in great skill, 
rareness, preciousness, and brilliant in ex- 
ecution. The thought and intricate skill put 
into it, as well as the beautiful materials 
used, make it a rarity; being a rarity, it 
becomes a precious article. It must have 
the quality of preciousness to be what would 
be called true jewelry. As it is worn in 
close proximity to the person, it must have 
that which makes one want to pick it up 
and hold it close in the hand, or to wind it 
about the neck. 


The feeling of it to the eye and to the 
hand, the color of it and the personality or 
the sympathetic understanding between you 
and it, make you want it. The spirit of it 
that makes you feel as if you had always: 
known this particular piece of jewelry, or 
had at last found what you had been years. 
in hunting, this makes you know the moment 
your eyes fall on it, that it is yours. 

This feeling is one of the most important 
qualities. The reason we do hand work 
is because this result cannot be obtained by 
any other process. The touch of the skil- 
fully drawn tool awakens the vitality of the 
metal and brings it to a living, vibrating 
form.

Creditors Start Bankruptcy Proceedings 
Against Joseph Schwartz, New York 
Diamond Dealer 


While creditors of Joseph Schwartz, a 
diamond dealer at 68 Nassau St., New York, 
were preparing to hold a meeting last Fri- 
day morning, an involuntary petition in 
bankruptcy was filed against the concern. 
Shortly after the bankruptcy action was 
started in the United States District Court, 
New York, Judge Winslow appointed E. 
Bright Wilson as receiver under a bond of 
$25,000. 

Despite the filing of the petition the 
creditors met at the office of the alleged 
bankrupt’s attorney, Cohen Bros., 35 Wall 
St., where they were offered 25 cents on the 
dollar in settlement of their claims. This 
offer was made payable five per cent. in cash 
and the balance in notes but the creditors 
refused to accept. 

The meeting was largely attended by 
creditors who were told that M. Schwartz 
is very ill. In his absence M. Schwartz’s 
son was on hand to represent his father. 

The creditors who filed the bankruptcy 
petition include: Louis Whitelaw, trading as 
Whitelaw Bros., with a claim for $1,884; 
Fannie Guttenplan, $2,066, and Etta Zem- 
osky, $1,500. According to the petition Mr. 
Schwartz has assets of $40,000 while the 
liabilities are said to total approximately 
$300,000. 

An order has been procured for the ex- 
amination of the alleged bankrupt and 
various members of his family. It is also 
understocd that application will be made for 
a writ ne exeat, which if granted, would 
prevent the alleged bankrupt and certain 
cther persons from leaving the jurisdiction 
of the court. It is further claimed that the 
alleged bankrupt made large purchases 
shortly before the litigation.

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INCREASE IN JEWELRY SALES 





Tax Figures for December Show Sales of 
Jewelry Last November to Be Ahead 
of November, 1922 


WasHInNcToN, D. C., Jan. 25.—The state- 
ment that jewelry sales of 1923 were, with 
the exception of January, greater each 
month than the sales of corresponding year, © 
was again borne out by statistics of tax col- 
lections in December, which have just been 
made public. The collection of the five per 
cent. excise tax on jewelry, watches, clocks, 
etc., during December totaled $1,700,212, as 
compared with $1,529,390 in December, 1922, 
an increase of $170,822. As the collections 
in December were for sales made during 
November, this indicates that the sales last 
November amounted to $34,004,247, as com- 
pared with $30,589,807 in November 1922, 
an increase for the month of $3,316,440, or 
about 10 per cent. 


For the six months of the year ending 
December, the Government collected taxes 
amounting to $9,252,964, indicating that sales 
between July 1 and Nov. 30 amounted to 
$185,059,291. During the corresponding six 
months of 1922, the’ Government collected 
taxes of $7,652,002, indicating sales of $153,- 
040,047. This indicated an increase in the 
sales of 1923 of $32,019,243, or approximate- 
ly 21 per cent. during the six months’ pe- 
riod. 

The Treasury Department’s tax collection 
statistics for the year, indicating the total 
tax, month by month, for 1922 and 1923, are 
shewn in the following table. While these 
will be taken as the Government tax figures 
for the calendar year, they do not indicate 
the jewelry sales of the calendar year, be- 
cause, as before mentioned, the returns of 
the tax are made a month later than the 
sales. 


This means that the January figures in 
the table for 1922 and 1923, as here shown, 
are respectively the figures of the Christmas 
trade on business of 1921 and 1922, and we 
will not get an idea of the Christmas busi- 
ness of the past year until the tax returns 
for January of this year are made public. 
These returns will not all be made by the 
jewelers until tomorrow. They will then 
be compiled by the collectors and the 
Treasury Department, and it will be sev- 
eral weeks before they will be put into 
shape and become available to the public 
at large.

Members of American Jewelers’ Protective Association Hold Annual Meeting 
in New York and Hear Report on the Fight Against Smugglers 














Harmony in every way dominated the an- 
nual meeting of the American Jewelers’ Pro- 
tective Association, which was held Wednes- 
day afternoon at 3:30 in the directors’ room 
of the National Jewelers’ Board of Trade. 
All the directors now serving were re-elected 
for the coming year. The reports of the 
officers and committees were endorsed and 
a rising vote of thanks given to President 
Rothschild for his able administration of 
affairs for the organization. 

When the meeting was called to order by 
President Rothschild, there was a fair at-

tendance, and Mrs. Abbott, the assistant sec- 
retary, recorded the proceedings. The read- 
ing of the minutes of the past meeting was 
dispensed with. 

One of the most important and interesting 
features of the meeting was the president’s 
report, which summarized some of the work 
of the organization during the past year 
and summarizes both its present and future 
activities. Mr. Rothschild’s report was as 
follows : 


THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


To the Directors and Members of the American 
Jewelers’ Protective Association: 


We are entering upon the 12th year of the 
existence of the American Jewelers’ Protective 
Association and I regret to say that, notwithstand 
ing the efforts of the Government of the United 
States and the close co-operation which your as- 
Sociation has given to the Government, commercial 
smuggling of diamonds seems to be increasing. 

There are many reasons for this and obviously the 
Principal reason is the increased duty on cut stones 
and the duty on rough. 

Your association made every effort, while the 
Tariff Act of 1922 was before Congress, to induce 
the Congress to fix the duty on cut diamonds at 
10 per cent and to permit rough to come in free, 
as it had prior to 1922. As you know, our efforts 
were unsuccessful, with the result that our predic- 
tion has been verified and diamond smuggling has 


greatly increased. Our thousands of miles of sea 
coast and of border between Canada and the United 
States makes smuggling comparatively easy and we 
cannot hope to eliminate or greatly lessen this form 
of dishonesty except through extraordinary meas- 
ures. Such measures are now under consideration 
and one, about which I feel at liberty to speak, is 
a request which your association has made of the 
Secretary of the Treasury for a special sum to be 
appropriated by Congress to pay for a squad of 
special agents whose sole business shall be to put 
down commercial diamond smuggling. We hope 
that Congress will grant this appropriation and we 
have every assurance that, if this is done, such a 
squad will be promptly formed. 

Our association has, of course, from time to 
time, given the Government officials information 
which has resulted in the seizure of smuggled 
goods, and sometimes in the punishment of the 
smugglers. This has been particularly true in re- 
gard to private smuggling, which has so greatly in- 
creased during the past few years as to become a 
serious menace to the retail jeweler. 

Wealthy tourists who go abroad in great numbers 
seem to have no compunction whatever about buy- 
ing costly pieces of jewelry or loose pearls which 
they have inserted into their necklaces, and bring- 
ing them into this country without the payment of 
any duty. This species of dishonesty has assumed 
such proportions that your association is making 
special efforts to stop it and in several cases which 
happened during the past year the persons who 
were caught smuggling have been obliged to pay 
substantial sums to the Covernment. 

One case was that of a prominent New York 
lawyer who purchased abroad a jeweled bracelet 
for $5,000 and smuggled the same into the United 
States. Some time after his arrival, upon informa- 
tion furnished by this association, the Government 
seized the bracelet and it cost this lawyer in duties 
and penalties $12,000. In addition to his original 
expenditure of $5,000. 

Another case, with which you are_ probably 
familiar, is that of a prominent investment banker 
who recently paid duties and penalties amounting 
to $150,000 on smuggled pearls and jewelry. In 
this case also, definite information was furnished by 
us to the Government some days after the goods had 
actually been smuggled into the country, 

Thousands of tourists annually make purchases 
of jewelry abroad, ranging from comparatively 
small sums to thousands of dollars each. Other 
wealthy tourists enrich, or “fatten” their pearl 
necklaces by adding pearls, usually to the center, 
where the largest pearls are. It is well known to 
the trade that the addition of a few large peails 
to the center of a necklace will often increase its 
value from one-third to one-half more than its orig- 
inal value. Under the Tariff Act of 1922, the 
duty on all jewelry (which, of course, includes 
pearls strung into necklaces) is 80 per cent, and 
this high duty practically places a premium on 
smuggling, 

A tourist who buys mounted jewelry of the kind 
usually purchased abroad has no alternative but to 
either declare such purchases and pay 80 per cent 
duty, or to smuggle the jewelry. Experience has 
proven that articles of this character can frequent- 
ly be purchased in the United States at a lower 
price than is charged to the tourist for them in 
Europe. The tourist dees not know this but be- 
lieves he is getting a bargain. In order to retain 
the benefit of his supposed cheap purchase, he fails 
to declare the goods and evades payment of duty. 
The payment of 80 per cent duty would utterly 
destroy any possible advantage which he could gain 
from his purchase abroad. 

In this connection it may be well to point out 
that retail jewelers especially have frequent and 
excellent opportunities to know of important pur- 
chases of jewelry which their customers and others 
have made abroad and which, presumably, have 
been brought into this country without the payment 
of duty. Such information, which should be as spe- 
cific as possible, if given to this association, even 
though the information should be given some time 
after the smuggling, can be used by the Govern- 
ment with telling effect. 

Under Section 619 of the Tariff Act of 1922, the 
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United States Government will pay to anyone who 
furnishes * * * * * * * # # # # # # 


‘original information concerning any fraud 
upon the custom revenue, or a violation of the 
customs laws perpetrated or contemplated, which 
detection and seizure or information leads to 
a recovery of any duties withheld, or of any 
fine, penalty or forfeiture incurred * * * 
a compensation of twenty-five per centum of 
the net amount recovered, but not to exceed 
fifty thousand dollars in any case.” 


Your association has circulated notice of this 
award by means of good sized posters printed in 
English, French and Dutch, and on these posters 
it is announced that any information sent to this 
asscciation will be forwarded to the proper officials, 
and that the name of the informant will not be dis- 
closed even to the Government, and that whenever 
requested, we would make claim for the award 
in the name of the association, and would then 
turn over any award received from the Covernment 
to the person giving the original information. 

Our own members, of course, should be ever 
on the lookout for such information, and if at 
any time they are in a position to notify a Federal 
cfficer of a possible attempt to smuggle, they should 
in every case, in accordance with Article 2, sec-

tion 4 of our by-laws, do so in the name of the 
association, and should without delay also convey 
such information to the President of the associa- 
tion, or, in his absence, to the acting president. 

Another source of loss to the revenues and of 
injury to our industry is the bringing of valuable 
jewelry into this country by foreigners or non- 
resident Americans as personal wearing apparel, 
and the sale of the same thereafter without such 
jewelry having paid any duty. By Par. 1695 of the 
Tariff Act of 1922, it is provided that merchandise 
not intended for other persons or for sale, may 
be brought into this country by foreigners or 
non-resident Americans free of duty, 


“provided, that all jewelry and similar articles 
of personal adornment having a value of $300 
or more, brought in by a non-resident of the 
United States, shall, if sold within three years 
after the date of the arrival of such person 
in the United States, be liable to duty at the 
rate or rates in force at the time of such sale, 
to be paid by such person.” 


Here is another source of leakage of revenue 
and unfair competition which can be stopped if our 
members and others in the jewelry trade will 
promptly notify our association of any transaction 
which seems to fall within this class. 

Our members, of course, will remember that in 
1916 your association succeeded in getting the 
Treasury and Post Office Departments of the United 


States to agree that our industry might import 
precious stones and jewelry through the sealed 
mails. This has been a great boon for the jewelry 


industry, resulting in increased safety, better ser- 
vice, and above all, a saving of possibly $100,000 
a year for freight and insurance charges, shared 
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by all importers of precious stones and jewelry 
in the United States. 

Because of some changes in the last International 
Postal Convention in Madrid, this privilege, which 
has been so valuable, was seriously threatened, 
and for a while it appeared as though this right 
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it was reported that several applications had 
been received, and it was decided to make a 
new drive for members, to make the member- 
ship more comprehensive and more generally 
representative of the industry. It was point- 
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to import our goods through the sealed mails would 
have to be rescinded by our Government. Your 
association, however, at once took action, and found 
Officials, 
the officials of the Department of State and the 
Department of Commerce fully alive to the impor- 
tance of maintaining this privilege for American 
jewelers, and as a result, there was finally worked 
out a definite legal plan which fully met the situa- 
tion created by the new rule of the Madrid Conven- 
tion. We congratulate the industry, 
still having the legal right to import their goods

Adjournment then followed and imme- 
diately the new board of directors were 
called into session by the president. After 
transacting various routine matters in hand,. 
Otto D. Wormser was re-elected as treas- 
urer and Arthur Lorsch as secretary.

WASHINGTON, D, C., Jan. 25.—Domestie 
‘exports of jewelry for the month of No- 
vember amounted to $57,213, according to: 
the figures just released by the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce. Of this. 
amount about $42,000 represents the ship- 
ments to Canada alone, our next largest 
customer being Panama, which took nearly 
$6,000. Strange to say, Spain came third). 
with shipments of $2,501, while other large 
customers were England, Cuba, Argentina 
and Brazil.

We are pleased to state that during the year none 
of our members or travelers have met death or 
personal injury by the use of firearms by those 
who robbed or attempted to rob them.

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The News from England 





Increased Demand for Better Quality Diamonds—Report on Bingo Gold Mines, 
Ltd.—Sir William Bragg Lectures on Crystals—Platinum 
Deposits in the North Transvaal 




















Lonpon, Jan. 12.—The increasing demand 
for better quality diamonds now noticeable 
will, it is believed, have a hardening effect 


on their values in the near future. This 
should apply particularly to good sound 


melees, the commoner descriptions of which 
already are fetching bigger prices. The at- 
titude of the trade just now is one of op- 
timism. Prospects in the gem trade are 
brighter than they have been for some time. 
Commenting on the diamond market for the 
new year and the prospects for 1924 in gen- 
eral, Backes & Strauss, the Holborn Via- 
duct gem factors, say: “The more optimis- 
tic feeling that was apparent during the last 
few months of 1923 has been maintained, 
and as the Christmas trade turned out bet- 
ter than was at one time anticipated, the 
outlook, as far as the gem trade is concerned, 
is certainly brighter. The reports from the 
markets at Amsterdam and Antwerp are 
most encouraging. December has been a 
wonderful month, and the amount of trade 
done at those centers has been a surprise to 
everyone. For many years past the last 
month of the year was always very slack, 
but business in the United States during the 
Fall seems to have been wonderfully good, 
and in consequence, a very large number of 
American buyers came over to replenish 
their depleted stocks. Every class of goods 
has been in demand, though the cheaper 
qualities have predominated, but it is par- 
ticularly encouraging to note that the better 
grades have not been quite as neglected as 
has been the rule for some time. Common 
mélée is decidedly stiffer in price and the 
same refers to small brilliants, while eight- 
cuts are just as popular as ever. Good 
sound méleés and small are more in demand, 
and it will not be long before the effect will 
be felt in their rates. In sizes from quarters 
to eight grainers a large business has been 
done in the pique qualities, and the market is 
really bare in these grades in well-made, 
snappy goods.”

lord Hardwicke presided at the meeting 
here this week of Bingo Gold Mines, Ltd., 
and stated that he had seldom seen or heard 
of a mine which, in its earlier stages of de- 
velopment, opened up so well as the Bingo. 
The ore dump, composed of material brought 
to the surface while shaft sinking. he said, 
has around $150,000 worth of gold in it. At 
the 200-foot level there is, he said, a body 
of highly payable ore over a very great 
width. It is remarkable, he said, that the 
north cross-cut for 54 feet width averaged 
$15.39 for the whole distance, and the south 
cross-cut for 74 feet averaged $21.55. The 
results were checked by resampling on the 
opposite side of the cross-cuts, the average 
of the assays for the whole distance pro- 
viding the surprisingly good figures of $21.2] 
for the north and $26.46 for the south cross- 
cuts. Values at the 300-foot level, said the 
chairman, are even better, according to ca- 
bles just received in London. It is antici- 
pated that the milf on this Canadian gold- 


mining property will be crushing within 18 
months.

An interesting lecture on crystals and 
their nature was given the other day at the 
Royal Institution by Sir William Bragg, 
who is conducting a series of holiday talks 
in the metropolis. Referring to the diamond, 
Sir William said that this gem is made up 
of millions of atoms, each beautifully and 
symmetrically placed, and so tightly bound 
together that if any other atoms come into 
contact with them they get “thrown out.” 
One hundred millions of atoms of molecules 
would not make more than a half inch in 
length. A crystal, he said, is merely an as- 
sembly of these little molecules, beautifully 
arranged and assembled. The X-ray, said 
Sir William, enabled one to see the secrets 
of precious gems. While the waves of light 
from the microscope are too coarse to en- 
able one to see the fine things in a diamond, 
the X-ray wave light is 10,000 times longer 
than the atoms of molecules and about 10,- 
000 times finer than the rays of ordinary 
light.

The mining editor of the Johannesburg 
Star draws attention to the increasing evi- 
dences of efficiency in the mines during the 
past year. He attributes this to the more 
satisfied and settled labor conditions and the 
improved mechanical and metallurgical proc- 
esses by which working costs have been re- 
duced. Costs per ton milled are $5, as com- 
pared with $6.25 to $6.50 two years ago. It 
is considered that the year’s operations in the 
mining industry have been much more en- 
couraging.

Government experts of South Africa in 
a recently published report on platinum de- 
posits in North Transvaal, which attracted 
so much attention a month or more ago, say 
that mining costs in connection with this 
precious metal should not exceed $3.50 per 
ton, and treatment costs $4 per ton. Adding 
administrative expenses, realization charges, 
etc., the total cost of production should not 
exceed $10 per ton, these experts say. The 
platinum alloy produced, they say, should 
have a basic value of $70 per troy ounce, or 
$3.50 per dwt. A recovery of 3 dwt, per ton 
would, therefore, cover expenses. The plati- 
num deposits, according to the Geological 
Surveyor and the Mines Inspector, are very 
unevenly and erratically distributed through 
the lodes and the rich ore is confined in 
shoots. The values vary from mere traces 
to 137 ounces to the ton. Winzes put down 
disclose the existence of a stretch of ore 480 
fect long, a considerable part of which ap- 
parently carries platinum in workable quan- 
tities. Platinum, it is believed, will be added 
to the already long list of the Transvaal’s 
mineral activities. As to the dimensions of 
the South African platinum industry, how- 
ever, it is not possible to make any definite 
forecast. 
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Transvaal gold mining shares show a 
marked improvement on the last mark-up 
prices of two or three weeks ago.. This is 
considered to be due to the new speculation 
induced by the increased price of gold. 
Johannesburg operators are reported to be 
sending buying orders to the London market 
and the gold share speculators here have fol- 


lowed this useful lead. Durban Deep has 
risen $1.50. 








News from the Belgium Diamond Market 


ANTWERP, Jan. 10.—Formerly December 
was the quietest month of the whole year, 
but this is no longer so. It would be of 
no use wasting paper and ink to try to find 
the causes of this curious phenomenon in 
the diamond trade, already so puzzling in 
itself. From the beginning of the month 
there was quite a favorable disposition in 
our market. The demand for cut goods has 
very much increased. Among the foreigners 
visiting the clubs and other such places to 
buy cut goods, the Americans were in the 
majority. ome Italians, Frenchmen and 
Dutch were also noted, the last, however, 
especially for rough goods. 

Inprospect of a good beginning of the 
year 1924, there was also a great activity 
in the rough market, although the rough 
prices remain very high and very firm. 
The industry remains in a steady condition. 
Of the more than 11,000 diamond workers, 
all members of their union, only some 200 
are idle. These are almost all men of 65 
years of age and more, invalids and others 
who are no longer able to come up to the 
high requirements of the industry. 

A more or less important number of our 
businessmen have at last been able to re- 
mark that to trade on all the seven days 
of the week must inevitably lead to diffi- 
culties. Some weeks ago a labor inspector 
paid a visit to the two clubs and it appeared 
that the staff was at work as on week days. 
The consequence was a law suit against the 
managements of the clubs where the trans- 
gression had been discovered. In the mean- 
time the management of the diamond ex- 
change had applied to have an audience 
with the Minister of Labor. The result of 
this has been kept strictly secret until now. 
It has since become known that this associa- 
tion will not shut up on Sundays and cer- 
tainly not so in the morning as long as the 
authorities will not strictly insist upon it. 

The Diamond Club—the “Large” Club— 
together with the Belgian Jewelers’ Asso- 
ciation earnestly intend to devote themselves 
to the general closing up on Sundays of the 
clubs, trading halls, cafés and offices of the 
diamond merchants.

JEWELER’S SON HELD UP 





Pittsburgh Store Robbed After Youth Is 
Bound and Thrown Under a Counter 


PittsBuRGH, Pa., Jan. 25.—Two thugs 
yesterday morning bound Louis Geisel, 18- 
year-old son of Max Geisel, 1205 Wylie 
Ave., while hundreds of persons were pass- 
ing the store, and robbed the place of dia- 
monds and watches reported to the police 
to be valued at $1,500. The men threatened 
to kill the young man if he made an outcry. 
After also hurriedly helping themselves to 
$11.50 in cash they left the place. 

According to young Geisel he was alone 
in the store when the robbers, two men 
about 25 years of age, entered the place. 
They asked Geisel to show them some re- 
volvers and while he was getting them one 
of the men rushed behind the counter and 
after pointing a gun at him, bound his hands 
with a necktie and ordered him to lie down 
and not make an outcry, or they would kill 
him, Afraid that they might do what they 
threatened, Geisel did as he was told. 

Young Geisel remained behind the counter 
while the man rifled the counters and show 
cases. The men dumped their ill gotten 
yoot into a hand bag found in the store 
and then fled with the plunder. They evi- 
dently were well acquainted with the 
premises. A short time after the men left, 
Geisel worked his hands loose and then ran 
to the street but the men had disappeared. 
He telephoned the report of the robbery to 
the Center Ave. Police Station and several 
plain clothesmen and other officers were sent 
to the store. 

One of the interesting things about the 
robbery was that no person ventured into 
the store while the robbery was taking place, 
although persons were constantly passing 
while the robbery was in progress. The 
men worked quickly. 








An attempt to enter the William Scott 
jewelry store at Carthage, N. Y., was made 
late one night recently. There were two 
locks on the door. The first one was pried 
open, but the would-be burglar was evi- 
dently frightened away before gaining en- 
trance. No clue was found. Several sim- 
ilar attempts have been made on other busi- 
ness places in that city of late.

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DEATH OF WILLIAM THURBER 





Prominent Providence Jeweler Passes Away 
Suddenly at His Country Estate at 
Nayatt in West Barrington, R. I. 


ProvipeNcE, R. I., Jan 26.—The funeral 
of William H. Thurber, president and 
treasurer of the Tilden-Thurber Corp., the 
largest retail jewelry, silverware, bric-a- 
prac and art concern in this city, was heid 
this afternoon at 2 o’clock from Mathewson 
St. Methodist Episcopal Church and was 
largely attended by business associates and 
friends, including practically all of the retail 
jewelers and many of the manufacturers of 
Providence. 

The casket, covered by a handsome floral 
blanket of red roses, orchids, freesia and 
maidenhair fern from the employes of the 
Tilden-Thurber Corp., was hidden amid a 
great profusion of floral tributes banked in 
4 solid mass in front of the altar and choir 
box. Among the tributes was an immense 
gates-ajar of white carnations, roses, or- 
chids, freesia, lily-of-the-valley and adian- 
tum fern from the Providence members of 
the New England Retail Jewelers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Among the honorary bearers were Arthur 
L. Aldred, president of Gladding’s; Walter 
R. Vallender, of Callender, McAuslan & 
Troup Co. (the Boston Store); Col. H. 
Anthony Dyer, Jerome M. Fitz Gerald, Ar- 
thur Henius of Henius & Co., Alfred K.

He attended the annual 
banquet of the Jewelers’ 24-Karat Club at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, New York, last Satur- 
day evening and returned home in his usual 
good health, Monday morning he com- 
plained of being slightly ill, but was able 
'0 attend to his affairs at his office in this 
city. Tuesday, however, he was ordered 
onlined to his bed but his attending physi- 
cans, Dr. S. Newell Smith and Dr. Nolton 
Bigelow, did not consider his illness of a 
— character until about an hour be- 
lore his death, when he had a bad attack 
and sank rapidly, 

“en prominent in business circles and 
public service were shocked to hear of the 
death of Mr, Thurber, who had for many 
_ taken an active part in the affairs of 
© community. At the time of his death, 
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Mr. Thurber was first vice-president of the 
Providence Chamber of Commerce and 
chairman of the Retail Merchants Division 
of that organization. His firm was a mem- 
ber of the New England Retail Jewelers’ 
Association and of the National Jewelers’ 
Board of Trade. While never holding pub- 
lic office, Mr. Thurber was interested in 
municipal reform and upheld movements for 
the betterment of the city in which he spent 
practically all his life. He was an enthusias- 
tic yachtsman and automobilist and was for 
many years an active member of the Rhode 
Island Wheelmen in the days when the 
bicycle was the vogue. 

Mr. Thurber was born in Providence, 
Sept. 19, 1859, the son of the late Gorham 
and Lydia L. Thurber. His father, in

February, 1850, went into co-partnership 
with his cousin, John Gorham, then the sole 
owner of the business established by Jabez 
Gorham in 1792, and began the manufacture 
of silver hollowware. Their united capital 
small as it was, proved the nucleus of the 
extensive Gorham Mfg. Co. of the present 
day. When the Gorham Mfg. Co. was in- 
corporated under the laws of Rhode Island 
in January, 1865, Mr. Thurber was elected 
treasurer and continued in that office until 
his resignation in’ April, 1888. He died 
suddenly in this city, Sept. 8, 1888, at the 
age of 63 years. 

After receiving his education in the public 
schools of Providence and at the Mowry & 
Goff English and Classical School, William 
H. Thurber, in 1879, went abroad, spend- 
ing some J13 months on the Continent and 
in Egypt. On his return in 1880, he entered 
the employ, as a clerk, of the firm of Tilden 
& Thurber Co., of which his father was a 
member. This business was established in 
1859 as the Gorham Co., on lower West- 
minster St., and until 1880 experienced 
numerous changes in firm name, although 
Gorham Thurber always retained a con- 
trolling interest. March 1, 1880, Henry 
Tilden Jr., Gorham Thurber and Henry B. 
Metcalf succeeded to the business then 
known as Henry T. Brown & Co., but Mr. 
Metcalf withdrew in a short time and the 
firm name became Tilden & Thurber. Five 
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years later, March 1, 1885, Gorham Thurber 
disposed of his two-thirds interest in the 
concern to his son, William H. Thurber, 
who continued as a partner until April 20, 
1sbz, when the JLilden & Thurber Co. was 
incorporated, Mr. ‘Lhurber became secre- 
tary una treasurer. 

in July, 1890, the concern removed to the 
new Lapham building, corner of West- 
minster and Mathewson \Sts., where it has 
since been located. Henry Tilden, who had 
been president of the Tilden & ‘Thurber 
Co, since its incorporation, djed Jan. 18, 
1907, and Mr. ‘Yhurber became his succes- 
sor, Aug. 29, 1892, the frm changed its 
corporate name to ‘ilden-‘thurber Corp. 
ald increased its capitalization to $400,000 
at which time the Gorham Mfg. Co.,, 
tnrough The Silversmiths Co., acquired a 
large stock interest in the business and the 
late John F. P. Lawton, John S. Holbrook 
and William S. Stone, all officials of the 
Gorham Mtg. Co., became directors. 

In May, 1915, the preferred stock held 
by the Gorham Mfg. Co. was transferred to 
George K. Webster, of the G. K. Webster 
Co., of Attleboro, Mass., and Robert S. 
l.merson was elected president of the Tilden- 
‘thurber Corp., Mr. Thurber continuing as 
treasurer. ‘Lhree years later Mr. Thurber 
ubDtained the holdings of the Webster interests. 
and again became president and treasurer. 

Mr. ‘Thurber married Julia A. Butler, 
daughter of Kev. William Butler, D.D., on 
April 10, 1881, who survives him with two 
sons, Krederick B. and William G. Thurber, 
vice-president and _ secretary, respectively, 
of the Tilden-Thurber Corp.; and a 
daughter, Mrs. Norman |. Black, of New 
York and Bermuda. He also leaves two 
brothers, Dexter Thurber, of Brookline, 
Mass., and Edmund G. Thurber, of Woolf- 
ville, Nova Scotia. 

He was a member of numerous clubs in 
Khode Island including the Squantum As- 
sociation, Providence Art Club, Agawam 
Hunt, Khode Island Automobile, Bristol 
Yacht Club, Rhode Island Yacht Club, 
Edgewood Yacht Club, of which he was 
Commodore in 1902 and 1903; Commercial 
Club, Economic Club, Khode Island Country 
Club, ‘Lown Criers and Turks Head Club.

Newark, N. J., Jan. 28—P. J. Coffey, 
chairman of the National Jewelers’ Publicity 
Association, will speak on “Publicity for the 
Jewelry Industry” at the annual meeting of 
the Jewelry Crafts’ Association, Jan. 30.

Creditors Receive Settlement in Full in 
Liquidation of C. G. Alford & Co.—

From the time the business started 56 
years ago, C. G. Alford has been its direct- 
ing head, and for the most of that time has 
been located in the block on Broadway 
between Fulton and John Sts. He has been 
in the present address for the past 24 years. 
From 1893 until last year, Mr. Alford was 
associated with his son, J. Warren Alford, 
who was vice-president of the concern and 
who has retired to go into another line of 
industry. 

The announcement last year that the 
house was to liquidate was received with 
surprise and regret, but much favorable 
comment was later expressed when it was 
learned that Messrs. Alford had taken this 
action while the company was still solvent 
and under conditions which would enable 
the creditors to receive their claims in full, 
despite the general loss which the liquida- 
tion of a going concern always entails. 

The winding up of the business which 
was first in charge of J. Warren Alford 
and later taken over by C. G. Alford, was 
conducted in a way that is considered most 
rapid and effective, and has evoked the 
highest commendation of the creditors, the 
following being an extract from a letter 
signed by a committee of creditors last 
week, announcing the fact that the liquida- 
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tion had finally been settled and stating: 
“The committee takes this opportunity in 
behalf of all creditors to express their sin- 
cere congratulations on the unparalleled 
results which you have obtained and at the 
same time wish you continued success in 
your future plans.” 

The announcement of Mr. Alford, who 
will succeed to the good will and trade 
marks, etc., of the old corporation, that he 
will continue in business personally was a 
matter of gratification to his many friends 
throughout the industry. Though in years 
one of the veterans of the trade, he is still 
one of its most active, alert and enterprising 
members and in his new enterprise has the 
hearty good wishes of his old associates and 
customers, 








SHOOT AND ROB JEWELER 





Bandits Escape in an Automobile After 
Obtaining Gems Valued at $2,000 


MontTreaL, Can., Jan. 24.—This morning 
at about 10.30 o’clock, R. F. Louis, jeweler, 
of 1111 St. Lawrence Boulevard, was held 
up in his store by two armed men, shot in 
the arm by one of them and robbed of loose 
diamonds of the value of $2,000. 

Mr. Louis was alone in his store when a 
young man entered and asked him to look at 
a watch he had purchased. While he was 
examining the watch a second man entered 
and presenting a revolver commanded Louis 
to put up his hands. The first man also 
produced a revolver and took up a position 
near the door. 

“IT won't give you anything,” said Louis, 
and then the man who was covering him 
reached towards him and pulled a package 
containing loose diamonds of the value of 
$2,000 from the jeweler’s inside breast 
pocket, at the same time firing his revolver, 
the shot piercing Mr. Louis’ arm. 

The shot attracted the attention of Miss 
A. Costimer, who has a store next door, and 
of a passerby, who went to the jewelry store 
but were ordered away by the armed man 
at the door. They saw the two bandits run 
from the store and hastily drive off in an 
automobile which was waiting for them with 
a man at the wheel and another in the rear 
of the car. 

Mr. Louis was removed to the hospital. 

Good descriptions have been given to the 
police of three of the men.

Carney Sent to Moundsville Penitentiary for 
Fifty Years—-Accomplice to Serve 
Twenty-five Years 

WHEELING, W. Va., Jan, 23.—Joe Carney, 
Dayton, ©., has been sentenced to 30 
vears in prison, in the Moundsville Peni- 
ientiary, after having been found guilty of 
participation in the robbery of the John C. 
Becker jewelry store on Dec. 15, and the 
holdup of John Becker, aged proprietor. 

Edward Ryan, Carnegie, Pa., accomplice 
of Carney in the robbery, entered a plea of 
guilty to the charges of: the indictment and 
did not stand trial. He was sentenced to 25 
vears in the penitentiary by Judge Alan 
Robinson. 

Carney was given no opportunity of de- 
fense at his hearing. The first witness 
called, the jeweler himself, positively identi- 
‘ied Carney as the leader of the bandits and 
also identified the’ revolver used in the 
holdup. Rings found in Carney’s clothes 
were also identified by Mr. Becker, the 
identification being established through the 
personal trade mark of the jewelry estab- 
lishment, found on each piece. 

Mr. Becker was succeeded on the stand 
by Chief Frazier of the Wheeling police and 
Detective Joe Humes, beth of whom testi- 
ied to the confession made by Carney at the 
time of his arrest when he admitted being 
the leader in the robbery. 

In succession Patrolman Yocke, Patrol- 
man Sam Morgan and Roundsman Monroe 
testified to incidents connected with Carney’s 
arrest and with his examination, during 
which he was said to have made a complete 
confession. 

Detective William West testified to find- 
¢ a diamond ring from the Becker shop 
in possession of Samuel Porter, South Side 
Porter then identified Carney as 
the man from whom he had bought the ring. 

\. J. Lacey, a Pinkerton detective, told 
fa comversation between Carney and him- 
eli in which the prisoner had admitted the

His evidence was corroborated by 
Pinkerton operative, Peter Dalh- 
mai.

SHOT BY BANDITS 





Philadelphia Jeweler Now in a Hospital 
Recovering from Wound in the Head— 
Crooks Escape Without Obtaining 
Any Loot 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 28.—Louis 5S. Haas, 
a jeweler of 1436 N. 10th St.; is recovering in 
the Children’s Homeopathic Hospital from 
a bullet wound in the head inflicted by one 
of three young men who attempted a hold-up 
in his store Saturday. 

Haas is 55 years and in his youth was-.an 
amateur -boxer. He was alone in the -store 
when the three youths entered and one asked 
him about watch repairing. The jeweler re- 
plied he did no such work and another of the 
trio asked to be shown a cheap watch. As 
he reached into the showcase, .one of the 
bandits drew a revolver and ordered Haas 
to throw up his hands. 

Instead of complying the jeweler ran to 
the rear of the store for his own pistol, the 
bandit fired, the bullet striking Haas be- 
hind the ear and coming out over his right 
eye. Haas fell and the men fled -without 
attempting to take anything. A car was 
waiting for them outside the store and. they 
got away without leaving any clue to their 
identity. 

Haas recovered 
police on the telephone. 
man arrived the jeweler, his’ face covered 
with blood, was on guard behind a_ locked 
door with pistol in hand. - He explained 
he feared the bandits might return.

and then fled. 

His brother Samuel, who has a store at 
1738 Market St., was the hero of a spec- 
tacular encounter with a robber band on 
Sept. 4, 1919, when in response to their 
orders to “stick ‘em up!” he pulled a glass 
revolver from his pocket and bluffed the men 
into the belief that it was a genuine weapon. 
They fled when he leveled it at them. 

The following month, however, he had 
a less pleasant experience when a= small 
bomb was hurled through his show window 
wrecking it and damaging the interior of 
the store to the extent of several hundreds 
of dollars.

New York Jeweler Tells Philadelphia Police 
About Loss of Gems and Money 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 24.—Abraham Kaplan, 
of the L. K. Watch & Diamond Co., 126 
Hester St., New York, was robbed in this 
city. Mr. Kaplan, on Wednesday evening, 
about 6:30, was speeding through Ludlow 
St. when a policeman stopped him and asked 
him why the sprint. Kaplan was too excited 
to talk coherently but at the 15th and Locust 
Sts. police station told the lieutenant he had 
just arrived from New York with a sample 
case and a brief case containing jewelry 
valued at $20,000. He-left the Broad St. 
station of the Pennsylvania railroad at 6:10 
o'clock, he said, and turned into Market St., 
only to be met by a woman who asked him 
to direct her to the post office. When he 
told her he, too, was a stranger in town, she 
drew a pistol from her handbag, ordered 
Kaplan to°turn around, thrust the weapon 
against his back and commanding silence, or 
dered him into a side street, where two men 
robbed him of the gems, $80, his watch and 
diamond stickpin. Then they fled and he ran 
in the opposite direction. ; 

At City Hall, where Kaplan was taken, 
Captain Souder ordered a roundup of all un- 
derworld blondes who might have assisted 
in the hold-up. Several were brought in and 
paraded before Kaplan, who failed to siden- 
tify any of them. 

When questioned closely by Captain Sou- 
der, Kaplan insisted that no other’ person 
but the blonde was on Market St. when he 
was held up. The detective head lost in- 
terest in the case from then on and reminded 
Mr. Kaplan that that particular section of 
the street at that hour is usually crowded 
with persons hurrying home from work. lle 
said he had the gems on memorandum and 
planned to sell them here. He said he had 
heard the city was safe for jewelry salesmen 
since General Butler had been made_ police 
head. 

Abraham Kaplan, of the L. K. Watch & 
Diamond Co., 126 Hester St., New York, re- 
turned home last l‘riday without getting any 
clues to the robbers who he claims 
from him $20,000 in loose and mounted dia- 
monds, cash and a few articles of 
jewelry he was wearing. Kaplan’s loss: is 
only partly covered by insurance. 

The gem merchant told a JEWELERS’ Cir 
CULAR reporter that he reached Philadelphia 
from New York on Wednesday evening, 
shortly after 6 o’clock, and while. walking 
from the railroad station was accosted by a 
blond woman at Market and 17th Sts. This 
woman, he claims, asked where the Post 
Office was located and when Kaplan told 
her he was not familiar with Philadelphia 
she drew a pistol from her handbag and 
ordered him to walk toward a nearby street. 
They were met, the Hester St. jeweler 
claims, by two men who commanded the 
jeweler to continue’ walking until they 
reached an empty lot on Ludlow St. There 
Kaplan claims he was relieved of his gems, 
money, watch and scarfpin.

SAFE BLOWERS AT WORK 





Expert “Yeggmen” Visit J. L. Art & Co., 
Crack Safe and Escape With Loot 
Valued at $35,000 


Cuicaco, Jan, 23.—Safe blowers raided a 
guarded Loop building on Monday night, 
“jimmied” their way into the loft above that 
occupied by J. L. Art & Co., wholesale jewel- 
ers, cut a hole in the floor, and by means of 
a rope ladder gained entrance without dis- 
turbing any of the intricate alarm system 
installed in the J. L. Art & Co. loft, wrecked 
the diamond safe and escaped with about 
$35,000 worth of diamonds. 

The burglary was not discovered until the 
place of business was opened on Tuesday 
morning. Experienced detectives call it one 
of the neatest jobs in many years. It fs 
thought that the “yeggmen” climbed the fire 
escape to the fourth floor. They then went 
to the sixth floor. They “jimmied” the steel- 
covered door of the loft on this floor. 
When the job was complete, they left by the 
way they had entered without making any 
alarm. 

Apparently the robbers knew the place in- 
timately, because only the safe containing 
the diamond goods was disturbed. Rugs 
were torn from the floor to cover the safe 
and muffle the explosion and the doors were 
neatly blown off with nitroglycerin. Detec- 
tives from Central Detail Station did not 
find a tangible clue, and it was only the 
exact and scientific manner of placing the 
charge, and other details, that seemed to 
identify the job. 

Only diamonds of larger sizes were taken, 
while small goods, rings and watches were 
left in the safe. Among the diamonds taken 
were four very beautiful pear-shaped stones, 
weighing 7.30 carats and valued at $8,000. 
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CONFESSES TO ROBBERIES 





Prisoner in Milwaukee House of Correction 
Said by Police to Have Admitted 


Committing Several Crimes 
Which Have Baffled 
Authorities 


MitwavuKkegE, Wis., Jan. 25.—Determined 
efforts on the part of Detectives Albert 
Quest and Martin Washburn, of the Mil- 
waukee police force, resulted in the obtain- 
ing of a confession from Joseph Hoffman, 
aged 28, to having huried bricks through the 
display windows of six Milwaukee jewelry 
stores, stealing jewelry and other articles 
valued at approximately $1,400, according to 
the detectives. 

The confession was obtained at the Mil- 
waukee House of Correction, where Hoff- 
man is serving a two-year sentence for two 
of the robberies, to which he had previously 
confessed. In making further investigations 
of the other six burglaries, the detectives 
became more and more convinced that the 
entire set was the work of one man. On 
the strength of this conclusion they visited 
the prisoner at his cell in the institution, and 
after prolonged grilling succeeded in solving 
the mystery that had heretofore surrounded 
the identity of the culprit. 


In making his complete confession the 
prisoner implicated Julius Hipp, 406 18th St., 
who has since been arrested on a charge of 
having received stolen property. Several 
articles, said to have been parts of the loot 
of the various robberies of Hoffman, were 
found in the possession of Hipp, it is alleged 
by the police. 


The thefts were committed at intervals be- 
tween Dec. 30, 1922, and Nov. 9, 1923, when 
Hoffman was captured by Detectives Quest 
and Washburn, shortly after having stolen 
articles worth $740 from the Anthony 
Leising jewelry store at 487 12th St. These 
articles were found in his possession when 
captured. When he was arraigned before 
Municipal Judge Backus on Nov. 16, he con- 
fessed to this job and another one on the 
night of Oct. 10, when he stole articles 
valued at $191 from a window of the Cream 
City Jewelry Co.’s store at 472 12th St. He 
was sentenced to two years for each offence, 
the sentences to run concurrently. 


According to his statement, he committed 
cach of the six burglaries by breaking the 
windows of the stores with bricks. For al- 
most 11 months he eluded capture, although 
on one occasion he robbed two stores on the 
same night in the same manner, police say. 
The additional robberies to which Hoffman 
is said to have confessed are listed by De- 
tectives Quest and Washburn, as follows: 

Dec. 30, 1922, jewelry and music stort of 
William Wirth, 808 Winnebago St.; violin 
and jewelry valued at $20.

DISCUSSES TAX QUESTION 





President Hufnagel of the A. N. R. J. A. 
Addresses Members of Jewelry and 
Kindred Industries Board 
in Baltimore 


Ba.timore, Md., Jan. 26.—Two hundred 
members of the Jewelry and Kindred Indus- 
tries Board, embracing retail] and wholesale 
jewelers of this city, went on record Thurs- 
day night at the Hotel Emerson as opposed 
to the present system of taxation as directed 
against the jewelry trade. Resolutions were 
adopted, copies of which will be sent to 
Maryland members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the United States Senate pro- 
testing against the jewelers’ tax. 

Edward H. Hufnagel, president of the 
American National Retail Jewelers’ Associa- 
tion, was the guest of honor. Mr. Hufnagel 
explained in detail just what hardships have 
been brought against the retail jewelry trade 
throughout the country through the luxury 
tax as applied to the jewelry business. Mr. 
Hufnagel declared the tax to be “discrimi- 
natory, unfair, un-American and indirectly 
responsible for the failure of a large number 
of jewelers throughout the country.” 

Mr. Hufnagel held his audience “spell 
bound” for akout an hour and a half and 
it was clear that all he had to say on the 
tax excited deep interest. 

In no uncertain terms the jewelers were 
told that a revenue of approximately $150,- 
,000,000 has been exacted from the jewelry 
trade during the last six years. The national 
president was heartily applauded at the con- 
clusion of his address.

CHICAGO JEWELER ROBBED 


Two Armed Bandits Hold Up Watchmaker 
and His Wife and Escape with 
Jewelry and Cash 
Cuicaco, Jan. 26.—Two bandits armed 
with revolvers entered the retail jewelry 
store of John Kawula, 3112 W. 43rd St., one 
day last week, bound John Mazurek, the 
watchmaker, and placed him and his wife 
in a bedroom in the rear of the store. They 
escaped with jewelry and currency amount- 

ing to about $1,000. 

Mr. and Mrs. Mazurek were in their 
rooms in the rear of the store when they 
heard someone enter. Thinking it was a 
customer, Mr. Mazurek hurried out to wait 
on him. He was confronted by two young 
men, both wearing handkerchiefs over their 
faces and with three guns between them. 
They ordered him to put up his hands and 
then tied him with a rope. They threw him 
on the floor of a bedroom. Mrs. Mazurek, 
who came to her husband’s assistance, was 
also placed in the room. One of the bandits 
stood guard over them while the other ran- 
sacked the safe. They escaped through a 
rear entrance, cutting the telephone wires on 
their way out. 

Mrs. Mazurek, described one of them as 
about 22 years of age, 5 foot 2 inches, 130 
pounds, medium built, and wearing a grey 
overcoat with a cap to match. The other 
one was about 26 years old, 5 foot 10 inches, 
160 pounds, and of slender type, with light 
brown hair. lle wore a brown cap and 
overcoat. She said she would be able to 
identify them very easily.

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PAWNBROKER ROBBED 





Three Holdup Men Visit Buffalo, N. Y., 
Establishment and After Looting 
Place Shoot Proprietor 


BurFa.o, N. Y., Jan. 28—Samuel Amdur, 
pawnbroker, 43 years old, of 122 Seneca St., 
was shot in the right shoulder on the night 
of Jan. 21 by one of three hold-wp men who 
robbed the safe of jewelry and unredeemed 
pledges valued at more than $5,000. 

One-half of Mr. Amdur’s store is devoted 
to jewelry and the other side to miscel- 
laneous articles. The hold-up was staged in 
a manner new to police. One of the trio 
first entered the store: and asked Amdur to 
show him some traveling bags. While the 
proprietor was displaying the bags, two 
other bandits entered the store. One of the 
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new arrivals shoved a pistol against Amdur 
and ordered him to throw up his hands and 
keep silence. 

While the pawnbroker stood under guard 
of the gunmen, the other two men went to 
the open safe and emptied its contents into 
two of the traveling bags that Amdur was 
offering for sale. After looting the safe the 
two men with the suitcases backed towards 
the door,-their retreat covered by the man 
with the pistol. Amdur started to follow the 
trio before they had reached the door.

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ALLEGED SWINDLER CAUGHT 





Man Arrested at Erie, Pa., Identified by 
Buffalo Jewelers 


3UFFALO, N. Y., Jan. 28.—Melvin Jen- 
kins, alias A. C. Conner, is under arrest in 
Erie, Pa., awaiting possible extradition to 
this city, where he is wanted on grand lar- 
ceny charges preferred by several retail mer- 
chants, two of them jewelers, growing out 
of one of the cleverest swindles perpetrated 
here in many years. 

Presenting what appeared to be bona fide 
credentials, Jenkins victimized Leininger- 
Oelheim, Inc., and Frisch Bros., stores lo- 
cated within a block of each other on 
Genesee St., of merchandise having an aggre- 
gate value of approximately $1,000 between 
the hours of noon and 1 o'clock on Jan. 21. 

About 12 o'clock on that day Edward 
Leininger was called to the telephone by a 
man who represented himself as A. C. Con- 
ner, an employe of the Buffalo Courier. He 
told Mr. Leininger that an employe was leav- 
ing to accept another position and that he 
had been selected as the person to buy a 
suitable gift. He declared that fellow- 
employes had raised the sum of $150 with 
which to make the purchase. He asked 
the jeweler the best price he could make on 
a watch and whether he could obtain an 
assortment of articles back to the -office in 
order to obtain assistance in selecting a suit- 
able present, none to exceed. in value $150. 
The man then stated that he had an order 
properly signed and asked if Mr. Leininger 
would accept it for any piece of merchan- 
dise he might select. Mr. Leininger advised 
the man that if the order was properly signed 
or endorsed it would be satisfactory. 

About 12:30 a man claiming to be A. C. 
Conner, of the Courier, entered the 
Leininger-Oelheim store. ‘He stated that 
he was the man who just telephoned regard- 
ing the purchase of a watch and said he 
would .like to look at some. The man pre- 
sented a typewritten letter (rubber stamped) 
signed by J¢. C. Murphy, assistant purchas- 
ing agent and assistant manager of the Buf- 
falo Courier, giving the bearer authority to 
take an assortment of jewelry and when a 
piece was decided upon they would return 
the. remainder with a check for the article 
purchased. The man also showed an order 
purporting to be signed by Mr. Murphy and 
also, E..C. Murphy’s personal card. The man 
stated that if there was any question as to 
his honesty Mr. Leininger could telephone 
the Courier office, or he could send a man 
there with him. Mr. Leininger said he was 
not entirely satisfied with this and thought 
it best to telephone Mr. Murphy, which he 
did. The young lady who answered the 
telephone advised Mr. Leininger that Mr. 
Murphy was out, that there was a Mr. Con- 
ner employed there and that if he had an 
order signed by Mr. Murphy it was perfectly 
hona fide, 

His fears lulled by this conversation, Mr. 
Leininger permitted the stranger to depart 
with three gold watches, seven gold watch 
chains and five gold knives, totaling in value 
over $500. The man promised that when he 
made a selection he would return the rest of 
the jewelry in a couple of hours. 

About an hour later Mr. Murphy of the 
Courier, who had returned from lunch, tele- 
phoned, informing Mr. Leininger that he had 
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no knowledge of the transaction and Mr. 
Leininger then knew he had been defrauded. 
He immediately notified police headquarters, 
furnishing the following description of the 
swindler : 37 to 40 years old, 5 feet 10 inches, 
sandy hair, smooth shaven, about 165 pounds. 
Wore gold scarfpin, octagon-shape, set 
with a diamond. Wore a _ yellow gold, 
open-face Hampden watch, which was 
attached to gold link chain. Wore a dark 
brown overcoat and brown soft hat. This 
description was also furnished Pinkerton 
detectives, the Leininger-Oelheim Co. being, 
members of the Jewelers Security Alliance. 

Investigation disclosed. that a man who 
represented himself as being an agent 
of the Remington Typewriter Co. had called 
at the Courier a few days previous to the 
swindle, and told Mr. Murphy that his firm 
was getting out a mailing list and he wanted 
to get the name of one official of each busi- 
ness house which was using. their machines, 
so his company might send them a‘ small 
desk set as a souvenir. The man had a 
sheet of paper headed with the name of the 
New York Telephone Co. The man re- 
quested Mr. Murphy to sign his name on 


this sheet to show his company it was 
bona fide. Mr. Murphy stated that the man 
then asked him for a letterhead of the 


Courier and also his personal card, which 
was given him. The credentials which were 
presented to Mr. Leininger were thus forged 
with the exception that the signature was 
correct. 

A. G. Frisch, of Frisch Bros., was vic- 
timized in much the same manner, except 
that the name of the Buffalo General Elec- 
tric Co., and their letterhead and purchasing 
agent’s name similarly employed. Mr. 
Frisch did not call the Electric company, for 
a couple of hours, when the three watches 
which he permitted the stranger to take had 
not been returned. He then discovered the 
fraud. Mr. Frisch identified: in the rogue’s 
gallery the photo of Wallace Manning as 
that of the swindler, but neither Mr. Lein- 
inger nor any of the other retail merchants 
victimized could do so. Manning broke jail 
here about two years ago while serving a: 
sentence for robbery. 

On Jan. 23 Messrs. Leininger and Frisch 
were appraised by telephone by a Pinkerton 
detective at Erie, Pa., that a man correspond- 
ing to the description furnished by the for-: 
mer jeweler had been arrested in the Penn- 
sylvania city when attempting to: perpetrate 
a similar swindle. Messrs. Leininger and 
I‘risch then went to Erie and beth identified - 
the prisoner as the arch swindler. 

Steps are being taken to extradite Jenkins, 
or “Conner,” as he called himself in Buffalo, 
and unless charges preferred by Erie au- 
thorities prove an obstacle he will be brought 
back here to face a charge of grand larceny. 
If when finger prints are checked up, the 
man should prove to be Wallace Manning, 
his record insures him of a long term in 
prison. 

When searched Jenkins did not have in his 
possession any of the jewelry which he had 
swindled the Buffalo firms out of, but offered 
as a pledge for bail several diamond rings, 
which police believe were obtajned. in swin- 
dles elsewhere. They were not accepted in 
lieu of bond.

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Fight on New Jewelry Tax Plan 













Ways and Means Committee Strikes Out Tax on Sales by Retailers and May 
Substitute Tax on Sales by Manufacturers of Articles of Gems or Precious 
Metals and High Priced Watches 









































































Wasuincton, D. C., Jan. 29.—The jewel- 
ry tax section tentatively has been stricken 
out by the Ways & Means Committee of the 
House in revising the tax law. The vote 


tax on jewelry and related articles covered 
by Section 905(a) of the present law was 
18 to 8 This may be followed by a new 
section, which will put the tax on the sale 
by the manufacturer and contine the tax to 
articles of precious metals or gems and 
watches worth over $50. According to the 
committee’s estimate, the change of this tax 
will mean a loss of $10,000,000 annually to 
the Federal Treasury. 

In eliminating the jewelry tax on the re- 
tailer and other nuisance taxes the com- 
mittee went outside of the recommendations 
of Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, who 
advised only that the tax be removed from 
silver-plated flatware, clocks and watches 
selling not in excess of $5, and pens and 
pencils selling not in excess of $1. 

The changes agreed upon by the commit- 
tee would result in a loss of $103,254,000 in 
revenue and include abolition of the tax on 
telegraph and telephone communication, 
beverages, theater admissions; candy; hunt- 
ing, bowie and dirk knives; livery and livery 
boots; hunting garments; yachts and motor- 
boats; carpets and rugs; trunks, purses and 
pocketbooks; portable lighting fixtures; 
produce sales, and billiards and bowling. 

From this program it will be seen that 
the jewelry tax was not selected for elimi- 
nation merely on the case presented to the 
committee by Edward H. Hufnagel, presi 
dent of the American National Retail Jewel- 
ers’ Association on Jan. 15. As a matter of 
fact, the committee had made up its mind 
prior to the hearings that the majority of 
the nuisance taxes must go. To the extent 
that the testimony, presented by the wit- 
nesses representing the industries affected 
helped in confirming the committee in its in- 
tended action, it was valuable. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the same action would 
have been taken had no hearings been held. 

It can be stated with reasonable assurance 
now that if a tax revision bill is enacted at 
the present section of Congress it will carry 
with it the abolition of the jewelry tax on 
the retailer, but some jewelry will be taxed 
in some way. Uncertainty still exists re- 
garding the prospect of its enactment and it 
would not be very surprising if the entire 
; bill goes on the rocks in the storm on the 
‘ soldiers’ bonus. 


Wasurnocton, D. C., Jan. 28.—A reduc- 
tion in the jewelry tax of about one-half 
has been agreed upon tentatively by the 
Ways & Means Committee. This tax would 
he placed on manufacturers and importers 
and restricted to articles made principally 
of precious metals or precious stones. 
Watches valued at more than $50 also would 
be taxed, under the proposed plan. 

So far the matter has not progressed fur- 








for elimination of the five per cent, excise‘ 


ther than the preparation of a memorandum 
on the subject by Representative William R. 
Green of Iowa, the chairman of the com- 
mittee. Representative Green’s proposal has 
been approved tentatively by the committee 
and reads as follows: 

“JEWELRY TAXATION 

“Jewelry taxation should, in the opinion 
of the chairman, be a tax on manufacturers 
and importers, including only articles whose 
chief value consists of precious metals or 
precious stones, with the exception possibly 
of watches above a certain value.” 

The exact reduction in the rate has not 
been decided. Chairman Green’s memo- 
randum does not refer to any reduction in 
the rate whatever, but it has been learned 
that the committee’s intention at present is 
to cut the rate in half. It was learned also 
that the value over which watches would be 
taxed is $50, although this is not stated 
specifically in the memorandum. It is not 
known whether all articles subject to tax 
will bear the same rate or whether the com- 
mittee will fix a sliding scale.

He is president of the Philadelphia Export 
Co., dealers in grain, with offices in the 
3ourse, and lives at 4801 Walnut St. He is 
one of the principal owners of the Washing- 
ton Bastball Club of the American League, 
and is also interested in the amusement busi- 
ness in Atlantic City, being one of the 
lessees of the Garden Pier Theater. Mrs. 
Richardson’s diamonds have been noted at 
social affairs here and at Atlantic City, 
where she wore them frequently. Follow- 
ing the robbery, in which Mrs. Richardson, 
her 14-year-old daughter and a maid were 
bound and gagged by two robbers, two men 
were arrested and are now awaiting trial in 
Atlantic City. Mrs. Richardson is said to 
have identified one of them by his eyes, al- 
though both burglars were masked during 
the robbery. It appears that Mr. Richard- 
son had the gems insured in Lloyds of Lon- 
don and has filed proceedings for reimburse- 
ment under his policy. Meanwhile he pur- 
chased the replacements from Mr. Dean, but 
as the policy was in favor of Mr. and Mrs. 
Richardson jointly, and as the couple have 
for several months been living apart, owing 
to marital troubles, the insurance company 
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has deferred payment of the claim. As the 
policy was issued through Curtain & Breckle 
and William E. Miller, insurance brokers of 
this city, they are named as garnishecs in the 
writ, which was obtained, Mr. Dean states, 
to protect his interests in the tangle and js 
only against Mr. Richardson and_ not his 
wife, as has been stated. Meantime the sys- 
pects in the burglary case, Ernest Jambor 
and William Boyle, are taking it easy in the 
Atlantic City jail, awaiting their trial, for 
which no definite date has been set. The 
Atlantic City police say they have hopes of 
obtaining convincing evidence soon against 
the pair.

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THE JEWELERS’ 


HE conference of 
manufacturers of 
emblem jewelry held 
in New York recently 
under the auspices of the National Jewelers 
Board of Trade, of which a full report ap- 
peared in the last issue of THE JEWELERS’ 
CigCULAR, served to emphasize the fact that 
a large amount of emblems, badges, and 
particularly lapel buttons now on the mar- 
ket are stamped or marked as to quality in 
a way that is contrary to the laws of many 
States and in many instances, contrary to 
the National Stamping Law. 

From the facts that developed at this con- 
ference, it would seem that most of this mis- 
branding has not come as much from any 
distinct desire to evade the law as it has 
from following customs and trade practices 
that have grown up in the emblem industry 
in the course of the past 10 years. It has 
not keen uncommon for manufacturers to 
make an article of gold with plated pin 
tongue and catches and to stamp the article 
with the quality of the gold itself, and it 
has been a quite common practice for makers 
of buttons containing a gold emblem to make 
the screw post of such a button of brass 
and the “wheel” into which it is screwed, of 
plated metal, at the same time, marking the 
article with the karat of gold of the emblem 
or accompanied by the words, “plated back” 
or some other restrictive phrase. 

Matiy manufacturers have done _ this 
through carelessness and others through 
ignorance of the fact that the laws of New 
York and many other States, require that 
where an article is marked as to quality, 
the whole article must be up to that quality 
and that a proper assay of the gold in these 
emblems would include the screw, the 
catches and all other parts of the article 
which appear or purport to be gold, even 
though they may be brass or plated. In 
the opinion of counsel who have handled 
many prosecutions under the Stamping Laws 
of New York, the sale of a large part of 
the emblem goods and lapel buttons, coming 
into this State, is not only illegal, as the 
result of the marks used on them, but both 
the retailers who sell and the manufacturers 
who make the same could be successfully 
prosecuted and convicted. 

The situation is a very serious one and 
it is hoped that the conference which took 
place, Jan. 18, will be followed by other con- 
ferences that will result in a. complete 
change of procedure in the stamping of 
such goods in the future. It should lead 
to a cleaning up of the situation by the 
emblem manufacturers themselves that will 
put this industry not only on a basis where 
its markings are in accordance with the 
present law but also in a position to meet 
the proposed national law that will soon be 
introduced into Congress. 

In the meantime, all handlers of such 
goods whether retailers, wholesalers or 
manufacturers must realize the danger of 
selling goods improperly marked and also 
the fact that a prosecution may be started 
at any time by a disgruntled customer or 
competitor. Should such prosecutions be 
started, the dealer will find no defense in 
stating that he was “ignorant of the quality” 
or that “he thought that the manufacturer 
had marked it correctly”; and the manu- 
facturer will find the courts will give no 
consideration to any plea that he may set up 
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that “he has been simply follewing the cus- 
tom that has grown up in the industry.” As 
has been pointed out by the judges who have 
tried a number of the stamping law cases, 
trade custom contrary to law cannot be 
pleaded in mitigation of a charge of violat- 
ing that law. Unlawful customs must be 
abandoned or those who follow them must 
take the responsibility of their acts. 

The jeweler who today possesses emblem 
goods not marked in accordance with the 
law, can do one of two things. He can 
either have them re-marked so as to exactly 
describe their quality, or he can have the 
quality marks removed entirely. On this 
question of marks, he must understand that 
the law puts any mark or description on the 
card, tag, wrapper or container surrounding 
the article in the same category as the mark 
on the merchandise itself. 





ITH the great 
banquet of the

We are glad to note that the interest in 
these banquets grows greater instead of less 
as time goes on, this being manifest not only 
by the increasing attendance but by the 
greater degree of sociability and camaraderie 
that prevails. While these affairs have tech- 
nically nothing to do with business, but are 
the gathering of members of the industry 
on purely social lines, they nevertheless have 
a fine effect upon the industry as a whole. 
It has often and most truly been said that 
the banquets perform a function in the trade 
that is not possible for a strictly business 
organization to perform They hold the 
members of the industry, large and small, 
wholesaler, manufacturer, importer and re- 
tailer, together in a “fraternity,” emphasize 
the points of interest common to all, and 
make jewelers, no matter what their station 
or line, realize one and all that they are 
brothers of one craft, with the same aims 
and objects working for a common end. This 
tends to eliminate the erroneous ideas which 
competition sometimes breeds and makes for 
co-operation one with another that is abso- 
lutely necessary if the industry is to pro- 
gress. The spirit engendered and developed 
by these banquets is later reflected in the 
business organizations of the industry and 
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in the movements for general protection and 
uplift in which the jewelers have to vet ty. 
gether on the business side. 

These banquets, which started at the be- 
ginning of the year with that of the Souther 
Jewelry Travelers’, will continue throughoy; 
lebruary and even into March. They should 
be encouraged in every way, and everyone 
who has an opportunity of attending ther 
should do so. They not only give decent and 
pleasurable enjoyment to members of our 
industry, but they make ‘those who attend 
better men, better merchants, and abote:afj 
better comrades. We believe that there wil 
be none who will dissent from the wish tha 
“success attend them all.”

Since the opening of the session, Congress 
has had before it two measures, known a 
the Kelly-Stephens and Merritt Bills, which 
eck to legalize contracts looking to the 
‘stablishment of uniform resale prices on 
trade-marked goods. The latest bill, intro- 
luced by Representative Adam M. Wyant, 
of Pennsylvania, is entitled “An act to pro- 
tect the public against deceptive practices 
throuvh the misuse of the good will of 
articles of standard quality.” 

Governmental and other public institutions 
would) be exempted under the Kelly- 
Stephens and Merritt bills on the theory that 
such institutions might justly be entitled to 
a special price. Mr. Wyant, however; be 
lieves that federal, State and municipal 
organizations and educational and’ scientili 
institutions of a semi-public nature, since 
they are not commercial organizations, aft 
more likely to suffer from exorbitantly high 
prices than they are to benefit through prices 
reduced for their special benefit. Mr. Whit- 
tier quotes Representative Wyant to the 
effect that public institutions, and especially 
country school boards, frequently are per 
suaded to purchase supplies at more than the 
standard. price. 

\ttention is called to the fact that while 
the American Fair Trade League is heartily 
in favor of the principle of permitting 
growers and manufacturers of nationally 
idvertised products to control resale prices 
by means of contracts with their distribu- 
tors, the organization is not backing am) 
particular one of the three measures now 
before Congress with this purpose in view. 
Mr. Whittier’s report points out that the 
main purpose of all these measures 1s public

As the year progressed 
the increase in artisans’ wages and the steady 
employment of a great amount of labor was 
reflected in an improved demand for the bet 
ter grades of merchandise.. As the holidays 
approached it became clearly evident that 
Christmas buying would be extremely active, 
and when the year closed it was conceded 
that with the exception of the mad buying 
of the war period, sales made a very satis- 
factory comparison with the best of earlier 
years. There was a notably good demand 
for diamond jewelry, both cheap and ex- 
pensive stones being well absorbed, although 
the scarcity of the latter caused a substan- 
tial rise in prices. Manufacturers say that 
if the favorable industrial outlook is main- 
tained, the continuance of good business may 
be anticipated in 1924,”

This is an honest ef- 
fort on the part of the retail merchants, in- 
cluding jewelers as well as others, to pro- 
mote intelligence, co-operation and efficiency 
among their employes. Mr, Wisehaup’s sub- 
ject will be “The Human Element in Busi- 
ness.” 

At a meeting this week of the Retail Mer- 
chants’ Association, of which most Detroit 
jewelers are members, a motion was passed 
to the effect that all stores, including jewelry 
as well as others, Good Friday 
this year between the hours of 12 and 3 
o'clock. At the same time the secretary, 
Harry Hogan, was instructed to get in touch 
with the churches and obtain, if possible, 
reserved space at the downtown meeting 
places, admission to this reserved space to 
be by tickets distributed by the stores to 
their sales people. This is being done he- 
cause in the past jewelry store people and 
others. getting out at 12 o’clock, have been 
unable to get into any of the meetings.

Many jewelers engaged in business in the 
outlying districts of Detroit will be affected 
by the effort on the part of the city condi- 
tions and ordinances committee of the De- 
troit Board of Commerce to conduct a cam- 
paign against the promiscuous distribution 
of handbills. For many years it has been a 
habit of suburban jewelers to advertise by 
means of handbills rather than through the 
newspapers or by direct mail methods. It 
is declared by the Board of Commerce that 
the handbill, card and cheap circular are 
nuisances so far as a general appearance of 
the city is concerned and that the average 
citizen does not want his mail box cluttered 
up with this kind of advertising. This is 
the reason, the board explains, why it is 
engaging in a campaign against what it calls 
the handbill nuisance.

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Are Sales Below the Dignity of the Jewelry Store?

| pea ap stores have set a very high 
place in the business field which they con- 
sider they should fill, and never fall below 
that mark. Whether that is right or not is 
the individual problem of individual jewelers 
and can only be answered by one jeweler to 
himself and for himself alone. 

Some jewelers feel that they should not 


newer articles or for articles of an entirely 
different line. How is the jeweler to dis- 
pose of that class of merchandise? 

He can have a table or a show case de- 
voted to reduced, or greatly reduced’ mer- 
chandise. This is a form of sale, a continued 
reduction of merchandise, an all year sale 
which is always on, but the regular’ sale,

price merchandise except in code as the price 
mark is apt to scare away the customer and 
to list the store with department stores and 
the pawnshop type of jewelry store where 
Price tags are the way merchandise is sold. 
Others feel that the price should be on each 
article so that the customer may see it, and 
not in code for fear she might class them 
among the two price stores which give the 
rock bettom price in code on the article and 
have their salespeople judge the price by 
the looks of the customer. 

In just this way are jewelers questioning 
and arguing the point of whether it is below 
the dignity of the store to adopt sales even 
the gift department, where the most up- 
to-date merchandising methods must be 
utilized. There are points for and against 
this idea. It depends upon the type of sale 
conducted whether the dignity of the store 
's lost. Jewelers must dispose of jewelry 
and gift department merchandise which is 
not selling as rapidly as it should, merchan- 
dise which should be sold to make place for

once a month or once a week is the real 
sale. Does that type of sale work in a 
jewelry store? 

There is a jewelry store of very good 
repute, in fact considered the best in a very 
progressive city, which believes in weekly 
sales. 

That store advertises its weekly sale, re- 
minds its customers and the readers of the 
newspaper advertisements that the weekly 
sale is on. The sale is held on a certain 
day each week, and lasts for the day only. 
Articles on sale are reduced very slightly 
‘n price, just enough to make them very 
attractive and to truly offer a sale price, and 
the articles are placed on a table in the 
center of the store at some seasons of the 
year and at the rear of the store at other 
seasons. Ten or 12 articles from the whole 
store’s stock but at least six from the gift 
department are placed on sale that day. 
There is no run on the store, no bargain 
counter rush, no hair pulling matches and 
snatching of articles from the counter. 


Customers do come early to the store to be 
among the first to select and purchase, 
women do watch for the sales and come to 
the store in greater numbers on sale day, 
but that store does not feel that its dignity 
or prestige has been affected to the smallest 
degree. 

There is one point which readers will 
bring up at this point. If you have weekly 
or monthly sales will not customers wait 
until the next sale to see if they cannot get 


. the article at a sale price and save a few 


cents? ‘Some women will. But some store 
in your city may mark down that particular 
article to dispose of it and you will have 
to permanently reduce the price to get cus- 
tomers—so what is the difference if she does 
wait for a sale? Every woman will not 
wait for the sale days, and the articles which 
the women may want may not be on sale 
for three or six months. If you only have 
ten or twelve articles on sale each sale day 
how soon will you get through your stock 
te the particular article she may want? 
Think over the number of articles in your 
store and answer that question yourself. 

In having sale days the price should be 
varied. One sale day have articles for $5, 
the next time for various prices, the next 
time for $10, then for $15, then for the 
popular price—$5, then $2 or $3, then for 
$20 or $25, and then back to the various 
prices again. Vary the price of the articles 
to be sold, don’t try to have sales at $5 
until every article which can be sold at that 
sale price has been offered before another 
price has been used. And another sale day 
stunt is to offer every article on the five 
dollar price table, if the store has price 
tables, for $4.50, or the $7.50 table for $7. 
Those little’ selling stunts take the eye of 
women and dispose of much merchandise. 
If a woman can save fifty cents she will buy 
some things she wants but doesn’t need at 
that time or even in the near future just 
because when she can actually use them they 
may not be purchased at any but the regular 
price. 

Yes, the sale, if properly handled in a 
jewelry store can be very successful and 
can be very dignified and bring active mer- 
chandise methods into the gift department. 
3ut it should be advertised as a part of the 
business and not as a bargain day in a de- 
partment store. Have a certain day each 
month or week known as your sale day and 
have it advertised as though it were new 
merchandise shown in your regular advertis- 
ing copy in the newspaper, not sensationally 
handled, but brought to the attention of the 
newspaper readers, and you will find that 
your sale days will become a regular part 
of your business routine and sales methods.

A Word About Italian Majolica 





HE following definition is given for 

Majolica by the Standard Dictionary: 
“A variety of earthenware coated with an 
opaque white enamel and decorated in 
colors. It was probably introduced into 
Italy from Majorca and it attained its 
greatest perfection there during the XVIth 
century. Modern Majolica, which imitates 
the older ware, is coated with a colored 
enamel] and decorated.” 

According to tradition Majolica was 
brought into Italy by the men of Pisa, about 
the middle of the XIIth century. There 
was a very wicked king, by name Nazare- 
deck, whose cruelty was very great and 
caused the people to rise up against him. 
Eventually Majorca was taken, the king was 
killed, his son taken prisoner, and the victors 
carried great treasure and booty to Pisa. 
Among the spoils were many Moorish plates 
and trophies which the Pisans placed in their 
cathedrals and regarded with extreme re- 
ligious veneration and as rare objects of art 
and beauty. It was not until 300 years later 
that the Italians started to imitate this ware, 
calling it Majolica.

ue kind of merchandise for the gift de- 
partment depends largely upon the loca- 
tion of the store, the clientele, the size of 
the town and numerous other considerations. 
These the dealer must study carefully for 
on this depends his success. If the store is 
located in a fashionable and exclusive part 
of town the merchandise must of necessity 
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the people to his store to buy his merchan- 
dise. His object is first to create a demand 
for them, 

Alsc special attention should be given to 
merchandise that retails for from $1 to $2 
for prizes, etc. This is about the usual 
amount spent upon such items. There are 
many interesting articles which the dealer 
can carry to be sold for this amount in many 
desirable and attractive novelties as well as

be high grade to gain the patronage which 
a shop in such a community would receive. 
Even the inexpensive articles, such as favors 
and accessories must be selected with the 
utmost care, so that they may represent the 
very acme of perfection in their individual 
ways. In other words not the popular styles 
and designs but the exclusive ones must be 
chosen. If the dealer is located in the 
smaller towns and cities where he depends 
much upon the same people day in and day 
out for his patronage, it is necessary to 
change the stock frequently to keep up their 
interest in the shop. ‘This may be done by 
continually buying new and interesting mer- 
chandise, not a huge stock at one time, but 
more gradually, which makes a better im- 
pression; also change the old stock about, 
bringing objects to the front which have 
been in the background. This “freshening” 
of the stock, even in a very small way, 
creates a favorable impression and gives the 
appearance of fast moving merchandise. 

Where the store is in a large city in the 
heart of its activities, a much more varied 
line of merchandise must be carried, espe- 
cially as regards to price, for a shop so 
situated is largely patronized by a transient 
clientele of the general class who seek a 
wide range of merchandise and, as the com- 
petition is so great, when one considers the 
vast number of specialty shops and gift 
shops to say nothing of the wonderful de- 
partment stores and drug stores, the dealer 
must carry a line sufficiently wide in its 
range of merchandise to successfully com- 
pete with these other dealers, 

Where the town is small enough so that 
the dealer knows his patrons by name or at 
least by sight, his competition is not so great 
nor are his sales so numerous, unless by 
some ingenious method of salesmanship he 
cali keep the community interested in buying. 
He must “drum up trade” and on_ the 
occasion of town event or calendar 
holiday feature appropriate and timely gift 
Merchandise. In fact he should work over- 
time thinking up various ways of attracting

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items of china, glassware and various metals, 
lf the dealer does not show an inclination 
to sell this class of merchandise the dry 
goods store, which caters to the buyer of 
this priced merchandise, in such things as 
collars, handkerchiefs, ribbons and novelties 
will gobble up this trade. 








Mah Jongg and Instruction 


N° jeweler should fail to carry a stock 
~“ of Mah Jongg sets in his gift depart- 
ment. The game has taken and is con- 
tinuing to be “the craze.” If you have sets 
of Mah Jongg you will sell them—but every 
progressive merchant wants to know just 
how he can push the sales beyond his com- 
petitor—just what can he do to sell more 
sets than the jeweler on the same street or 
than the gift store down the block. 

There is one very simple thing which he 
can do. It is of course understood that the 
salesperson who sells Mah Jongg is not 
entirely ignorant about the game. We will 
assume that she is a good saleswoman and 
has read an instruction hook in addition to 
any pamphlets which may have come to her 
attention. We will assume that she is 
human enough to be very much interested 
in her merchandise, in what she is selling, 
and particularly so because it has taken 
such a hold on her customers. Having 
assumed this much we will take a step for- 
ward. We will assume that she either has 
a set of her own or that she has played 
with the demonstration set during spare 
moments. 

That is the type of saleswoman who will 
help you increase the sales of your Mah 
Jongg stock. Just take her aside and and 
ask her if she will not study the instruction 
book a little more closely and if she will 
not prepare to give lessons to customers— 
the first principles only, which can be given 
in one or two short lessons. You will find 
that she will be as anxious as you are to 
put over your sales of Mah Jongg sets 
and leave your competitor way behind. 
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Your plan will then be to advertise and 
put a card in your window with a Mah 
Jongg display stating that you will give one 
or two (whichever you feel you can afford 
to give) lessons inthe principles of the game 
to each purchaser. 

These lessons you can give at stated in- 
tervals of two mornings and two afternoons 
a week, the lesson taking from half to an 
hour, depending upon the number of cus- 
tomers present. 

There is another method which has been 
carried out to some extent in a gift store 
in New York State. A prominent woman 
in the town obtained the services of a China- 
man to give lessons in Mah Jongg. This 
information was on file in every store in the 
town where the game was sold. A jewelry 
store can do as this woman has done—en- 
gage the services of a Chinaman whose own 
game it is and have him teach classes a 
couple of evenings a week, offering lessons 
at a very reasonable rate to those who buy 
their sets at that store. Or if the idea of 
a Chinaman does not appeal then someone 
of the sales force can take lessons and be 
capable of carrying out a course of instruc- 
tion such as the Chinaman would be able 
to give. —V. R. B. 








The Fireplace Equipment and the 
Gift Department 





ARE you a jeweler located in a town where 

there are practically no apartment houses 
and plenty of new bungalows and small 
houses are being built? Most of the houses 
being built today have fire places. Are you 
ready to meet the inquiries of customers 
for grates, screens, andirons, shovels, tongs 
and poker, and the iron or brass coal 
scuttle to hold the coal and wood? Do you 
realize what an assortment there is of these 
articles and what an opportunity you have 
to cash in on this attractive stock? 

One jeweler up New York State has 
realized this fact and has four or five 
styles of andirons and screens together with 
the shovel, tongs and poker set. They were 
located in the back of his gift department, 
and his gift department was in the basement, 
though much gift merchandise was on the 
main floor with his silver and jewelry. 

The jeweler who stocks andirons is stock- 
ing a merchandise which in some instances 
is not at all associated with the jewelry or 
gift store, but on the other hand is very 
properly considered a part of gift stock. The 
jeweler must bring this merchandise to the 
attention of his customers. It is very heavy 
merchandise for the jewelry store window 
so the jeweler had better not attempt a win- 
dow display. He can, though, arrange a 
fireplace display in the front of his store 
with the card sign that the merchandise can 
be found in the gift department. 

Another method is to learn when builders 
sell their new houses, and to write personal, 
not form letters or mimeograplied letters, 
to the new purchasers of the house suggest- 
ing that they call at the store at their con- 
venience and look at the line of fireplace 
equipment which is on display. Another 
method is to run every fifth or sixth adver- 
tisement with the sketch of a fireplace with 
either grates or andirons and other equip- 
ment.

The small town jeweler always has 
this little problem to solve for he is not in 
the position of the large department store 
located in the big city which can draw upon 
metropolitan and surburban trade and thus 
sell a varied collection of merchandise at 
various prices, both very high and very low. 

There is a large number of attractive little 
articles that may be displayed most in- 
vitingly in the show window and advertised 
well in the newspapers for the various par- 
ties that are held at this season of the year.

Valentine’s Day will be here Feb. 14 and 
no enterprising jeweler will neglect to play 
up jewelry for the occasion.

The Show Window and Turnover 
i requires thought and work to keep the 
show window attractive enough to make 
it sell merchandise and build up good-will, 
and it is undoubtedly capable of doing both 
of these things, 

Jewelers whose turnover shows up the 
strongest (outside of the very conservative 
establishment) are invariably those who give 
attention to their window displays, as well 
as to other forms of advertising. The show 
window is essentially a form of advertising. 
A careless window advertises you as a care- 
less merchant. A néatly trimmed window, 
filled with well chosen, timely merchandise 
advertises you as an enterprising merchant, 
progressive and up-to-the-minute, anxious 
and ready to serve your clientele in the most 
eficient and satisfactory way. 


The Lighting Effect 

All show windows, of course, do not lend 
themselves to the type of display; 
some windows may have more elaborate dis- 
plays than others, but almost any window 
may be made attractive, irrespective of its 
depth, length and height. The wood used 
for the flooring, the sides and the back is 
important. If the display is made at night, 
the lighting is important, and best results in 
lighting will be obtained by consulting the 
efficiency department of any of the large 
lighting concerns,

Linking Up the Display with the Advertiser 

Merchantsa have been successful with dif- 
ferent types of displays. One may sell a 
large amount of merchandise with a general 
display, with price tickets; another estab- 
lishment may establish as its policy the dis- 
play of only a few pieces, featured, however, 
strongly in a decorative setting, without any 


. 


price tickets whatever. If dignity and some 
artistic idea is to be carried out, price tickets 
are not necessary. Still, other merchants fill 
the window with one line of merchandise, 
such as wrist watches or diamond rings, or 
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clocks or silver, or something else, and ad- 
vertise these in the newspaper, at the same 


time calling attention to the display. This 
has accomplished excellent results in a great 
many different sections. The advertising 
and showing of one thing at a time has al- 
ways been resultful. 

The jeweler’s ingenuity will help him a 
great deal in making profitable window dis- 
plays. Creative ability is necessary. Get 
your ideas from your trade paper, from mer- 
chants in other lines, from salesmen, from 
books on window displays, from display- 
men’s associations, from any sources what- 
ever that is fruitful. These sources are more 
numerous than many jewelers realize and

window displays. Sluggish window displays 
make sluggish selling, and sluggish selling 
makes small turnover. 

Rental is figured according to the value of 
the window space. No man would be so 
foolish consciously to pay high rent for 
something which he did not put to some ade- 
quate use, and yet there are many retailers 
who think they are using window display to 
the best advantage, but are not getting the 
most out of it when the wise use of the win- 
dow might increase business considerably, 
with a little thought and enterprise. 


Study the Fashions and Prevailing Colors 

Take a lesson from the department store; 
watch its window displays. You will notice 
that they are artistic, inviting, alluring, time- 
ly, and have real selling value behind them. 
They make the passerby stop and look, Gen- 
erally, he not only stops and looks, but en- 
ters and buys. Color, especially today, plays 
an important part in window display. Keep 
aware of the fashionable colors in women’s

This demands 
some knowledge of the prevailing colors in 
women’s apparel. Tell the public, by an at- 
tractive card in your window, all about the 
fashionable colors. Some jewelers show on 
a bust form, with a fashionable blouse, a 
novel piece of jewelry, in the shape of a 
bead necklace or diamond jewelry. 


An Idea for Emphasizing the Watch- 


maker’s Ingenuity 


To impress the public with the skill and 
accuracy demanded in the repairing of a 
watch, a little technical display might be 
made occasionally. Some of the unique tools 
used by the watchmaker might be displayed 
ma corner of a window.

Dis-entangling Hairsprings, Training 
the Spring, Etc. 








Written Expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular by H. S. Andrews 

















T is annoying to remove a balance from trudes through the collet even with the top 


the bridge and lay it aside and pick it 
up later with the hairspring in a knot, but it 
sometimes happens. If you are using a saw- 
dust box which contains quite a quantity of 
sawdust, trouble will sometimes arise when 
you put a light balance through the saw- 
dust. The weight of the sawdust on the 
wet spring pulls the coils apart and when 
they dry they often come out with one 
coil lapped under another and it usually 
looks like a serious matter getting it 
straightened out, and it is if it is a very 
small spring. 

While the writer has no desire to impose 
his methods upon the reader as arbitrary, 
the methods are valuable as evidenced that 
they are successful many times. If there are 
hetter methods the writer wants to know 
about them, for we never get too old to 
learn something new. It has been my ex- 
perience that when something arises which 
all say is impossible, there is always some 
Nut standing around waiting for the chance 
to do it, and does it because he is not bound 
by arbitrary rules, but proceeds by the rules 
of common sense and persistence. 

It is better to avoid trouble than to be 
adept at getting out of it after you are in, 
so as a precaution never put another article 
in the sawdust with a balance, whether the 
spring is on the balance or not. Also re- 
duce the size of the sawdust box you are 
using. Use a small wooden or pasteboard 
box for balances, which should not be over 
two inches long, one inch deep and one and 
one-half inches wide. Fill it one third full 
of screened sawdust. That is sawdust which 
has had the fine stuff and chaff removed. 
Use the firm grains which remain in the 
strainer if they are not too large. Naturally 
you don’t want chips in the box. 

After the balance is put through the alco- 

ol you can drop it into this small box and 
shake it gently with very little fear of the 
spring tangling, 

To untangle a spring in which one of the 
coils has gotten underneath some of the 
others make a brass mandrel (tapered brass 
wire) so the end will go through the collet 
ef the spring. Mark the end which pro- 


of the collet and cut it off at the mark and 
dress the end smoothly so it will not stick 
above the top of the collet. Now press the 
collet into position on the mandrel and grasp 
the stud with a pair of tweezers and pull 
the spring slightly to one side and note 
closely which coil is underlapped, and under 
which coi! it is. 

After determining this lift the stud gently, 
while holding the mandre] between the thumb 
and forefinger of the left hand, and depend- 
ing upon which way the spring develops, 
slowly revolve the stud around the outside 
circumference of the body of the spring 
just like you were going to unwind the 
spring, and you will see that coil which is 
underlapped slowly rising to the top. After 
it is uncoiled up to the last coil very gently 
let go of the stud so it will not snap, and 
set the end of the mandrel in a hole in the 
bench anvil to hold it upright and give you 
a chance to work with both hands, and with 
tweezers in the leit hand grasp the outside 
coil of the spring and gently pull it to one 
side while you slip the stud under it. If 
care is used you will seldom have a bent or 
distorted spring, but do not think that it 
does not require practice, for it does. 

Many handle a spring of this kind by 
holding the spring with a pair of tweezer 
points on the collet and with a sharp needle 
gradually work the underlapped coil around 
toward the outside, but the method is 
fraught with danger and is exceedingly slow. 
This is done by keeping the needle point 
always in the V which is formed by the 
coii out of place with the body coil under 
which it is lapped, and gently forcing the 
V toward the outer edge of the spring. 

On heavy hairsprings which sometimes 
get into this condition by letting the stud 
snap out of the tweezers an easy method 
is to gently pull the stud to one side until 
the coil comes out from under the other, 
but it requires more care than the other 
method, as there is a great deal of danger 
of straightening out the coil you are pulling 
on a trifle, and cause the spring to be out 
of true in the round. 

If this should happen, there need .be no 





guessing as to why or where the spring is 
out in the round. It will be a flat place 
in the coil you were pulling on, either 
directly to the right or left of the place 
where it came out from under the other coil, 
depending on whether it is a right or left 
hand development spring. 

Once in a while a small Swiss balance 
will stick in the lower jewel and if the 
condition is not noted in time you may 
pull the hairspring into a cocked hat. In 
lieavier springs this condition can usually 
be righted, if not too bad, by placing the 
collet firmly on a mandrel and grasping the 
stud with a pair of tweezers pull in the op- 
posite direction. That is, pull the stud in 
the direction of the point of the cocked 
hat, and quite a ways beyond the point. 
Judgment and experience will tell you when 
to stop pulling, but care must be taken in 
doing this to keep the stud exactly in the 
position it belongs in, viz: at right angles 
to the flat side of the hairspring. If you 
permit the stud to tip it will twist the over- 
coil sideways and cause the spring to dip 
on one side after it is in the watch. 


On the extremely small flat hairsprings, 
when they get into this cocked hat condition, 
remove the stud, take two copper plates and 
drill a hole through each just large enough 
to admit the collet. Place the collet in the 
hole in one plate and lay the other plate 
on top so the top end of the collet comes 
through that hole. Gently clamp the plates 
together without letting them slip sideways 
any. Now take a small bright head screw 
and lay on top of the copper plate directly 
over the hairspring enclosed, and hold the 
plates over the alcohol flame until the bright 
screw on top assumes the same shade of blue 
that the hairspring is. Remove from over 
the flame and let cool before unclamping 
the plates, and usually the spring will be 
found flat as a pancake, but if you have 
allowed the plates to slip one bit sideways 
while placing the clamp tight, the hairspring 
will be clesed up on one side and open toc 
wide on the other. 

While the writer does not favor the above 
method, it sometimes helps get one out of 
trouble where the watch is wanted in a 
hurry and no other spring is obtainable. The 
temper of the hairspring will not be changed 
or harmed if the test screw on top of the 
plates does not assume a deeper color than 
you judge the hairspring to be. 

Another condition is what we call the 
“ocean wave” or wallop, when the hair- 
spring wallops in the middle of the body. 
This is usually caused by being out of flat 
around the collet. The proper way to cor-

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spring attached into the hairspring end of 
the poising calipers, and gently rotate the 
balance while watching the way the spring 
acts around the collet. Choose one end of 
the collet or the other and see that the same 
amount of the collet shows all round on that 
side of the spring. The amount of collet 
showing is not always infallible as the hole 
in the collet may not be drilled true, but it 
is a starting point. 

After getting the spring so that the same 
amount of metal shows as stated, revolve 
the balance a trifle faster, and watch how 
the spring acts about the collet, whether it 
runs true with the collet. If not stop the 
balance and true the spring in the flat until 
it does. 

Another way of handling this condition 
rapidly is to remove the spring from the 
balance and mount the collet on a brass wire 
filed to fit the collet, and with a double 
loop note which side of the spring droops or 
rises above, and with fine pointed tweezers 
raise or lower that side of the spring until 
the same amount of collet shows all round 
on the top side. After this has been done, 
f there is still a slight error in the flat 
after the watch is assembled, it can be cor- 
rected while the watch is running, with a 
very fine pointed tweezer, by gently pressing 
down on the high side, or raising up the low 
side, 

Trueing in the round about the collet re- 
quires considerable experience. True it in 
the round about the collet as closely as 
possible while it is on the balance, then put 
the balance in the hairspring truing side 
of the poising calipers and placing the cali- 
pers on the bench in the same position you 
would if truing the balance in the round, 
with a double glass watch the hairspring 
about the collet as you revolve the balance 
medium fast. If the spring is true about 
the collet it will appear to unwind very 
much like the threads of a screw, and the 
unwinding will appear even. If it is jumpy 
it means that the spring is out in the round 
about the collet, and all truing must be done 
on the first quarter turn from the place 
where the spring leaves the hole in the 
collet. 

If you do any bending on the first turn 
around the collet beyond the first’ quarter 
it will throw the body coils out and your 
real trouble will begin, for it will lead you 
to make bends to remedy that one until the 
spring will be worthless. Never make a 
bend beyond the first quarter turn from 
where the spring leaves the collet unless it 
is for the purpose of correcting a bend 
which is already there. 

If the body coils are out of true in the 
flat the best thing to do is to discard the 
spring and put in a new one, for if you do 
succeed in getting it true the spring will 
never act right again. The watch will be 
«tratic, and the entire character of the 
‘pring will change. Some attempt this by 
breaking the eye of a very fine needle in 
half, so as to leave one-half of the eye on 
the needle. Stick this into a piece of peg 
wood and place it straddle the coil you 
wish to straighten and hold it there while 
manipulating the coil with a pair of fine 
tweezers,

Dear Sir: Today, time is one of the most 
essential things in life. Horology has made 
every possible effort to supply the necessary 
instruments to produce accurate time, which 
the world could not do without. Railroad 
companies would be at a loss if they didn't 
have accurate watches and clocks by which 
to run their trains. 

It was the World War that brought home 
to us the importance of having skilled watch- 
makers. It also showed very plainly th» 
decided shortage of competent workmen in 
this field, 

George Spier, of Washington, D. C., in 
his efforts to secure a sufficient number of 
capable watchmakers to supply the needs of 
our Government during this period, soon 
realized that the country was very short of 
good workmen. It was through his untiring 
efforts that he was able to interest some of 
the leading jewelers of our country, also 
some of the instructors of our horological 
schools, that something must be done to en- 
courage the training of more and _ better 
watchmakers, 

The interest of the National Research 
Council was then aroused, which resulted in 
calling the first horological conference in 
Washington, May, 1921. The situation was 
thoroughly discussed and a ways and means 
committee appointed, also a committee on 
the feasibility of establishing a National 
Horological Institute. Then a second con- 
ference was called in New York city, July 
26 and 27, when plans were formulated for 
a constitution and by-laws. At the third 
conference in Washington, Oct. 20 and 21, 
the Horological Institute of America was 
formally established. In my estimation, this 
is one of the strongest movements to elevate 
this trade to a higher plane and to bring a 
healthy, sound educational course into all 
the horological schools. 


Service and skilled workmanship are two 
of the most important things in the jewelry 
trade. Too little attention has been given 
this most vital subject, and if we expect this 
business or profession to maintain its stand- 
ard we must well prepare for the future. 

Statistics show that not more than 25 per 
cent. of the watchmakers are skilled work- 
men and 50 per cent. are mere tinkers. 

The question that now confronts us is, 
What shall we do to get more skilled work- 


men? First, we must interest those who 
have some knowledge of arithmetic and 


higher mathematics. Second, we must offer 
them inducements that are worth while. The 
remuneration is far below that of other 
crafts. 

One good thing the Horological Institute 
of America has done for the watchmaker is 
to offer him three grades of certificates. Of 
course, we cannot all be experts, but there 
should be some way in which a jeweler who 
has to engage a watchmaker can determine 
at once what grade of workman he is about 
to engage, 

Awarding diplomas is an incentive for the 
ambitious and conscientious workman. One 
who has. the interest of this craft at heart 
will strive to attain the highest cerificate. 

Another good work the Horological Insti- 
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tute of America has done is to unite into one 
great national organization all persons in- 
terested in this art. 

Every jeweler in the United States should 
deem it an honor to be a member of this 
Horological Institute of America. It stands 
for everything that’s good for the jeweler, 
watchmaker and the country at large.

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with care. Often the overcoil becomes 
strained at the stud so that the spring must 
be forced to one side or the other in order 
to get it between the regulator pins. When 
the stud is placed in its hole the hairspring 
should be so trained that it will drop be- 
tween the pins without any manipulation 
other than guiding it into the slot. 

After the stud is fast in its hole move 
the regulator back and forth from fast to 
slow and watch the spring closely to see 
that the regulator pins do not cramp or 
decenter the spring in any position. This 
adjustment is made by curving the overcoil 
so the part over which the regulator pins 
pass from slow to fast, is the same circle 
exactly that the pins pass over when the 
regulator is moved. 

It is extremely important that the over- 
coil stand upright with the body coils. If 
the body coils are straight and the regulator 
pins are bent in or out a trifle so there is a 
twist on the overcoil it produces a strain in 


the whole spring and produces a minor 
wallop which is hard to locate. 
In the small Swiss bracelets with flat 


hairsprings, where the regulator pins con- 
sist of one pin and a guard with a foot on 
it which turns to permit the spring going 
between, set the spring so that the coil is a 
trifle closer to the inside pin. That is closer 
to the pin than to the guard having the 
foot, for the opening is rather wide, and if 
you attempt to close the opening it usually 
results in throwing the regulator pin out 
of penpendicular with the result that the 
lower end of the pin touches the lower edge 
of the coil, and this condition is not good, 
for it has a tendency to throw the spring 
out of flat. 

If the space between the pin and guard 
must be closed, bend the pin acutely toward 
the guard then bend it out again, closing 
the space but keeping the space evenly 
divided from top of the opening to the 
bottom. 

In fine watches it is well to note that the 
opening between the pins be the same dis- 
tance from the center of the balance hole 
jewel as the center of the hole which car- 
ries the stud. If the regulator pins are 
bent so that they are too far out or too 
close in it will be impossible to move the 
regulator without decentering the spring.
